Competent witnesses before a House Committee have 
just testified that the number of persons murdered by the 
Red Chinese during the past ten years is believed to be about 
30-million.

The Amplified New Testament 


The Zondervan Publishing House, located in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan recently announced that, on the first an- 
niversary of the publication of the Amplified New Testament, 
they released the 260-thousandth copy of this fabulous trans- 
lation, which is continuing to sell at the rate of 5-thousand 
copies a week. 


In conjunction with the observance of this anniversary, 
the firm also announced that plans have now been completed, 
in arrangement with the Lockman Foundation of California, 
to bring out an Amplified Old Testament, to be followed at 
a later date by an Amplified Bible. 


Work is already well along, and the first half of the Am- 
plified Old Testament is expected to be ready some time dur- 
ing 1961, they explained. Further details of publication for 
the Amplified Old Testament and the Amplified Bible will be} 
announced as soon as possible by the Publishers. 


Summerfield Vs. Chatterley 


When people persist in eating literary garbage, it is 
time that someone put up the “No Trespassing” sign. Post- 
master General Summerfield deserves credit for having the 
courage to blow the whistle and saying what is and what is 
not fit for carrying in our mails. 


So declared Dr. Robert A. Cook, Vice President of 
Scripture Press, Wheaton, Illinois, concerning the present 
flood of pornographic and obscene material flooding the mails 
and the banning of “Lady Chatterley’s Lover” by the Post- 
master General. 


“There is hope for a government,” Dr. Cook declared, 
“when it has the backbone to stand up for what is right rath- 
er than expedient. It is too bad that there is presently no way 
to deal with the Chatterley type of book other than to ban 
it from the mails, with resultant glamorizing as a kind of 
‘forbidden fruit.’ But when people persist in eating garbage, 
one needs to put up the ‘No Trespassing’ sign. You would 
do the same thing if your children started to eat bugs and 
worms.” 


Such a book, he said. leaves the reader with a moral 
hangover, personally debased and with permanent injury to 
the stuff of your soul, adding: 

“We might as well face it frankly. We are in danger 
of becoming a nation of moral morons if we allow material 
such as this to become a part of our national thinking. It is 
brilliant writing, true, but there is sewage in the ink, if you 
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please. There is an attempt to leave the impression that sin 
can be beautiful, and bluntly, sin is not beautiful. It is sin, 
plain old sin. Banning such books is, of course, only a part 
of a needed plan. Until people, especially youth, have a built- 
in spiritual control, they will continue to be the victims of the 
people who traffic in ordure and have no concern for human 
character, personal or national. And that built-in control 
comes through reading the Bible and knowing Christ as 
Saviour and as Lord of your life.” 


Dr. Cook added that the Christian church faces the chal- 
lenge of filling the gaps left by such bannings by developing 
the writers and the material to put into the hands of people. 
Scripture Press, of which he is Vice President, has a world- 
wide program of Sunday School and other literature doing 
this very thing (see their announcement, page 31, this 


Defender). 


The Bible And You 


THE THEME for this year’s National Bible Week, to be 

observed October 19-25, is “The Bible And You.” This 
is the event which has been sponsored each year since 1941 
by the Laymen’s National Committee, an inter-faith, non- 
political, non-profit organization dedicated to the proposition 
that America was founded on man’s consciousness of God, 
man’s daily labor and the fruits therefrom. 


The theme, “The Bible and You,” is a most apt and 
fortunate choice at this particular time. Never in history has 
man stood in such need of the comfort and solace which lie 
between the covers of God’s Holy Book — the Bible. 


The world sits on the brink of what can develop into a 
war that would utterly destroy it. These are most trying times. 
We are living in a haze of constant tension, in a world 
where the dark thunder-clouds of war hang over the horizon 
and seemingly refuse to move on. There is an ever-present 
threat of disaster, that would result in the complete destruc- 
tion of the civilization laboriously built up over an era of 
many centuries. 


Serving as National Chairman for 1959 National Bible 
Week is H. E. Humphreys, Jr., Chairman of the Board, The 
United States Rubber Company. In accepting this important 
assignment, Mr. Humphreys had this to say: 


“We need spiritual and moral guidance today more than 
ever before. Our day-to-day problems sometimes seem to 
overwhelm us. The space age poses questions we do not 
fully understand. And all around us we see evidence of moral 
irresponsibility, tempting us to ignore the religious principles 
we were taught to follow. 


“There is no better guide, no better set of principles 
or source of inner strength than the Holy Bible. It is the 
answer for us as individuals, as a society, and as a world 
searching for the truth.” 


At about the time Mr. Humphreys agreed to act as Na- 
tional Chairman of 1959 National Bible Week, he received 
another invitation. This came from his friend, Donald I. 
Rogers, whose column, “Wall Street, U.S.A.,” appears regu- 
larly in the New York Herald-Tribune — to do a guest col- 
umn while he (Rogers) was on vacation. 


Mr. Humphreys eagerly accepted this further assign- 
ment because it afforded him an excellent opportunity to 
publicize National Bible Week in one of America’s greatest 
newspapers. ; 


In this guest column he stated that he’d been in a quan- 
dary about accepting the National Bible Week Chairmanship 
because he frankly admitted he is no expert on the Bible. 
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He did accept because he believes, like many of his fel- 
low business executives, that an application of religious prin- 
ciples is necessary to the successful conduct of business. In 
part, here is what Mr. Humphreys had to say in his guest 
column: 


“Today its (the Bible’s) teachings carry more weight 
than ever before. The space age poses questions we do not 
fully understand. The nuclear race has us sitting at the edge 
of potential extinction. And the propaganda mills of com- 
munism blast our ears with that most tiresome statement, 
‘Religion is the opiate of the people.’ 


“We hasten to remind the Soviet rulers of a quotation 
from an early Tribune editor, Horace Greeley: ‘It is impos- 
sible to mentally or socially enslave a Bible-reading people. 
The principles of the Bible are the groundwork of human 
freedom.’ 


“ .. within ourselves we fight a constant battle against 
moral irresponsibility, the temptation to ‘cheat just a little’ 
and the ever-evading philosophy of trying to get something 
for nothing. 


“We search for the simple, multi-purpose pill, one that 
will solve all the problems that sometimes seem to overwhelm 
us. We finally conclude that there is no such miracle drug. 
We are drawn again to the Holy Bible for spiritual and 
moral guidance, inner strength and the best set of principles 
the business man, or any man, will ever find.” 


Well said, Mr. Humphreys! The Laymen’s National 
Committee joins with you in urging all within our fifty states 
and in the ten provinces of our sister Dominion of Canada, 
to put the Bible to work, if they have not already been doing 
so. A most opportune time to start such a wise and helpful 

rocedure will be during 1959 National Bible Week — Octo- 
r 19-25. Verily, “The Bible and You” make an unlheatalle 
combination!

NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV’S RECORD 





A Documented Account ~

Editor’s Note: Mr. Dodd, who is at present serving the citizens of Connecticut 
in the United States Senate, recently made one of the most important speeches ever 
delivered in the halls of Congress. Due to lack of space, it is possible to share with 
Defender readers only a small portion of his remarks. 





Vice PRESIDENT NIXON, in a pe- 

culiarly inept statement, has de- 
scribed Nikita Khrushchev as a man who 
“worked his way up from the bottom.” 
Before we accept the Vice President’s 
“rags to riches” summary of Khrush- 
chev’s career, let us get the facts into 
the record. 


If Khrushchev’s rise to power can be 
described as working up from the bot- 
tom, it should also be added that he did 
so through a singular career of murder, 
treachery, and betrayal. 


Khrushchev first appears in history as 
a Communist official in the Ukraine in 
the early 1930’s helping to direct the 
program of planned starvation which re- 
sulted in the death of five million 
Ukrainians. 


In 1938 Khrushchev was appointed 
Communist chief in the Ukraine. He 
was appointed to that position as a re- 
ward for his previous ruthlessness and 
cruelty. His task was to direct the great 
Ukrainian purge of that year. 


It is all a matter of history. I fear 
that some of our young people have ne- 
ver learned it. Some of our older people 
have forgotten it, and some of our 
leaders do not now want to remember it. 


Authorities on Ukrainian history es- 
timate that 400-thousand men, women 
and children were murdered under 
Khrushchev’s overall direction in that 
single year. 


Perhaps a fully documented account 
of the purge in one of the districts of 
the Ukraine will give a graphic picture. 
I have the documentation. It is here, if 
anyone questions it. 





Three months after Khrushchev rose 
to power in the Ukraine, 12-thousand 
people were murdered in the small city 
of Vinnitsa; each of the victims was 
shot in the back of the neck — in some 
cases two or three times. 


They were thrown into mass graves. 
Their fate was unknown to their families 
and townspeople until the graves were 
accidentally discovered several years 
later. 


The documentation on Vinnitsa is 
complete, with hundreds of photo- 
graphs, reliable details of eyewitness ac- 
counts, and authoritative medical rec- 
ords. 


This is what Khrushchev did in one 
small city. The atrocities of Vinnitsa 
were repeated throughout the Ukraine. 


He continued to rise in Communist 
ranks through his participation in other 
purges in the Ukraine right up to the 
German conquest of that area in 1941. 


Totalitarianism 


Following the war, he was sent back 
by Stalin to direct the crushing of the 
resistance of the Ukrainian people to 
the reimposition of Communist rule. 


We have lived in an era of totalitarian 
regimes, regimes which have perpe- 
trated crimes on so gigantic a scale that 
people cannot comprehend them, crimes 
so often repeated that our sensibilities 
become fatigued and our reaction 


dulled. 


Many who would be shocked by an. 


individual murdered in their hometown 
have come to accept organized murder, 
the organized annihilation of distant 
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millions, as a fact of twentieth century 
life. And when these crimes are ob- 
scured by the passage of twenty years, 
many cease to respond altogether. 


I cannot explain this, but I know it to 
be a fact. Perhaps some day psychol- 
ogists will be able to explain it. Never- 
theless, it remains a fact in our time, 
and it greatly assists the Communists 
and all other totalitarian regimes in 
carrying out their plans. 


If there are those who feel that the 
mass murder of thousands of human be- 
ings loses its relevance after the passage 
of twenty years, I point out Khrush- 
chev’s role in the massacre of the Hun- 
garian patriots in 1956. Perhaps in this 
way I can help them to understand a 
little more clearly. 


If time is at the root of their trouble 
in comprehending, understanding, or 
reacting to crime on an enormous scale 
and distant in time, then let us take a 
recent time, 1956. 


The Hungarian Massacre 


It was Khrushchev who in 1956 or- 
dered the Red army to invade Hungary, 
depose the legal government of Imre 
Nagy and ruthlessly massacre Hungar- 
ian civilians in all areas where there 
was open opposition. 


It was Khrushchev who invited the 
Hungarian commanding officer and pa- 
triot, General Pal Maleter, to negotia- 
tions under flag of truce — historically, 
traditionally, from ancient times, a 
custom of honor — and once he got him 
under the flag of truce, he then had him 
arrested by the chief of the Soviet sec- 
ret police, General Serov. 


It was Khrushchev who lured Premier 
Imre Nagy and his colleagues out of 
their sanctuary in the Yugoslav Em- 
bassy by perfidiously offering them an 
assurance of safe conduct and then kid- 
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. “Communism is total evil. It is all black. There is nothing gray about it. Its ends are evil. 
Its means to those ends are evil.” — Honorable Thomas J. Dodd, United States Senate 
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napped them as they emerged from the 
Embassy. 


It was Khrushchev who one year ago 
horrified the conscience of the free 
world by ordering the murder of Gen- 
eral Maleter and Prime Minister Nagy 
after secret trials on fradulent charges. 


Nikita Khrushchev rose to Commu- 
nist prominence as the hangman of the 
Ukraine. He has maintained himself in 
power as the “butcher of Budapest.” 


He has on his hands the blood of 
countless thousands of innocent people 
who were murdered under his personal 
direction. He is responsible for the 
continued suffering of millions in slave 
labor camps. 


He is the principal world spokesman 
for the ruthless attack on religion un- 
der which Cardinal Mindszenty, Arch- 
bishop Beran, and countless other 
churchmen of various faiths have been 
persecuted. 


In addition to his personal crimes, he 
is the principal representative of the 
system of concentration camps, mass 
murder, brainwashing, militant atheism, 
the organized promotion of falsehood 
and lies and the planned ultimate en- 
slavement of the entire non-Communist 
world. 


Divide And Conquer 


The Washington Post has reported ac- 
counts of a possible meeting between 
De Gaulle and Khrushchev and a meet- 
ing between Adenauer and Khrushchev. 
Thus Khrushchev has achieved an im- 
portant victory in his long effort to di- 
vide the Western alliance. He is now 
negotiating with allied leaders one by 
one. 


This has been a longtime objective of 
the Soviet leaders. Now they have it 
almost within their grasp. This is what 
they have wanted. It appears that we 
have handed it to them on a platter. 


Khrushchev will do everything in his 
power to split the principal members of 
the free world alliance. Each of these 
governments must contend at home with 
a political opposition which can be 
counted on to exploit any indication 
that the United States and Russia are 
rearranging world affairs. 


The President may succeed — and I 
hope he will — in temporarily allaying 
the misgivings of our chief allies, but 
the danger of a beginning of distrust, 
suspicion, and division is a serious pos- 
sibility.

against aggressive communism, and

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the pattern of Communist penetration, 
the peoples of these free nations, from 
whom political power flows, must be 
willing to continue and even to increase 
their sacrifices. 


Their willingness to do so will depend 
upon the extent to which they under- 
stand the evil of communism, and com- 
prehend the menace which it poses for 
all free peoples. 


That is the crying need of the hour 
— leadership which will help the people 
of the free world really to understand 
and comprehend the menace of commu- 
nism, the evil of communism, what it 
means and what it poses for free people 
all over the world. God give us such 
leadership at this hour. 


Recent history indicates all too clearly 
that where there is no strong public 
awareness of the danger, the defenses of 
free nations fall into disrepair. 


The foolhardy demobilization of the 
postwar era, and the periodic free world 
realizations which followed demonstrate 
this all to clearly. History seems to be 
repeating itself over and over again. 


The danger was never greater than it 
is now. Yet there seems to be no sense 
of urgency on the part of the American 
Government or the American people. 


I have no illusions about my role 
here today. I have lived long enough to 
believe that I am fairly sensitive to the 
tides of opinion, and to know that what 
I have said today and what I shall say 
in the remaining minutes of my speech 
will not be welcome or popular. 


But so long as God gives me the 
strength and the power to speak out on 
this subject, I shall do so. There are 
better voices and better minds in this 
body and in this land who should be 
speaking today, who should not be su- 
pine or cowed in this hour of crisis. 


What Is Communism? 


An adequate national response to the 
challenge of world communism is im- 
possible without a recognition of what 
it is. That is what is needed. We have 
got to make clearer to people what com- 
munism is. 


A short time ago I made my own ap- 
praisal of communism. I repeat it now. 
Communism is total evil. It is all black. 
There is nothing gray about it. There is 


nothing good about it. Its ends are evil. 


Its means to those ends are evil. 


If, by force of circumstances, Com- 
munists are for something right, it is 
only as an expedient to advance their 
evil ends. 


If they occasionally appear in a wor- 
thy light, it is because they must make 











some appeal to human needs and aspi- 
rations. 


When they educate the ignorant, it ig 
to perfect their apparatus of enslave. 
ment. 


When they industrialize, it is to 
strengthen their capacity for aggression. 


When they talk peace, it is just an- 
other means of waging war. 


When they allow long overdue im- 
provements in living conditions, it is 
evidence that even Communist oppres- 
sors must make some concessions to 
the wishes of the oppressed. 


There is no evil so appalling that 
Communists would shrink from it, if it 
would effectively advance their ends. 
There is no atrocity so hideous that they 
would not willingly commit it if it 
served their purposes. 


The Challenge Of The Age 


I must confess that, as my first ses- 
sion in the United States Senate moves 
toward an end, I feel ever more strongly 
an unavoidable conviction that the Gov- 
ernment and people of our country are 
not measuring up to the challenge of 
our age. 


Faced with the clear need for a vast- 
ly enlarged national defense effort, we 
have come forth with an inadequate de- 
fense budget. 


Faced with the necessity for a more 
vigorous and dynamic mutual security 
program, we have failed almost com- 
pletely to make any substantial im- 
provement. 


Faced with startling Communist ad- 
vances in scientific technology and in 
education, our own plans for the revi- 
talization of our education have fizzled 
and died out. 


Faced with the crying need to com- 
municate an ideology around which the 
peoples of the world can rally, we have 
seen our Vice President in Russia, in 
his presentation of the American way 
of life, place primary emphasis upon 
the luxuries, the appliances, and the 
conveniences which our people enjoy. 


This is not the essence of America, 
as the New York Times pointed out last 
Sunday. 


The essence of America is freedom. 
We need leaders, we need spokesmen, 
we need representatives who understand 
freedom and who understand tyranny, 
and who can articulate with respect to 
both. 


If our failure to meet these challenges 
continues, the eventual result will be 
defeat.

. L. LUCE, SENIOR, of Fort Valley, 
Georgia, dared the seemingly im- 
possible when in 1927 he manufactured 
one lone body for a bus (see photo- 
graph above). At that time Mr. Luce 
had a Ford agency in Fort Valley and 
built the bus body as a sideline. 


The product of his new venture was 
sold as a body for a Ford Truck. Mr. 
Luce was encouraged by his hundred 
per cent sales record in relation to his 
capacity for production. 


During the two following years, 1928- 
1929, he manufactured one body each 
year and still maintained a one hundred 
per cent sales record in relation to this 
capacity for production. 


During those years, the new business 
held no serious competition for the 
large body manufacturers of the nation, 
and there was little or no promise that 
it would ever survive the shoestring 
stage of development. 


Vision and faith are two fundamental 
qualities which are essential to success 
in any endeavor. God says in His 
Word: “Where there is no vision the 
people perish.” 


Jesus said: “If ye have faith as a 
grain of mustard seed, ye can say unto 
this mountain be removed into the midst 
of the sea and it shall be removed.”

A New Rise In Business 


For three years the bus-body bus: 
ness of A. L. Luce had not been able 
to rise above the production level of 
one body per year. In 1930 the business 
made a new advance to a productiol 
level of seven bodies for the year. 





The 700 per cent increase in busines 
in 1930 was the dawn of a new era 0 
progress. Production was stepped 
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in 1931 and 1932 to 25 bodies per year. 
By 1932, the bottleneck of restricted 
production on a shoestring basis was 
broken, and the business was on its way. 


The trade name for the new industry 
was “Blue Bird Body Company.” The 
merit of the Blue Bird bodies began to 
be noised abroad and the production 
level had to be raised from year to 
year to meet the growing demands for 


Blue Bird bodies. 


The business continued on an upward 
spiral until 1945, when a disastrous 
fire destroyed the plant which had been 
built in 1935. The vision and the faith 
of A. L. Luce were undaunted by the 
fire, and he set his hands immediately 
to the task of building a larger plant. 


The ten years of progress which fol- 
lowed the disastrous fire, brought the 
business to a new high in volume which 
no one had dreamed of during the early 
struggling years when the tangible as- 
sets stood at near the zero point. 


New Partners 
When World War II ended in 1945, 


the three sons of A. L. Luce returned 
from the service for their country, to 
join their father in the business. Mr. 
Luce was fortunate in having three sons 
who could assume the responsibility of 
executive positions under him as the 
president. 


These sons and their respective po- 
sitions are as follows: A. L. Luce, Jr., 
General Manager; George E. Luce, Di- 
rector of Engineering; J. P. Luce, Pro- 
duction Manager. 


The mantle of the father, with its fa- 
bric of vision and faith, has fallen upon 
the sons. They are maintaining the spi- 
ritual emphasis in the business, be- 
queathed them by their father. 


An auditorium is maintained in the 
plant where a religious service is con- 
ducted each week for the six hundred 
employees.

Faith And Machines 


Faith can play an important role in 

rogress in a machine age. In fact, 
faith can become a more dominant fac- 
tor in progress than the most powerful 
machines that man has ever made. 


About two years ago the Luce Broth- 
ers were confronted with the need of a 
machine which would step up the com- 
pression power for stamping their steel 
panels, different from anything which 
they had.

To Solve An Old Riddle

N THE STRUGGLE for § survival, 

some men reflect and wonder, “Where 
did this mad civilization come from and 
how did it get here?” 


An artifact, a petroglyph, a message 
from a bygone age, may be the answer. 
This message, a letter in stone, may 
tell the story of a people long gone, 
who lived and loved, and wrought for 
an existence at a time when mighty 
forces were in action, at a time when 
men pitted their brawn against an un- 
friendly world and lost all in an unsuc- 
cessful battle for survival. 


Who these people were and where 
they came from, may be the message of 
this letter from a forgotten age. 


For almost half a century now, this 
petroglyph — this letter in stone, has 
rested in the courtyard of the City Hall 
in Portland, Oregon. 


During that time many thousands 
have studied the ancient script — the 
layman as well as the sage, and all have 
come to the same conclusion — it is still 


a riddle. 


No one has solved the mystery of the 
ancient “glyph.” Who was the author of 
the letter? When was it written? And 
what message does it seek to convey? 


A quick look at its modern history 
may throw some light on the subject 
and at the same time provide a starting 
place that may lead to a solution of the 


riddle. 


The stone first came to the attention 
of our present generation in 1902 when 
it was unearthed by a construction crew 
of the Oregon-Washington Railroad & 
Navigation Company — now the Spo- 





kane branch of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road — about two miles north of the 
state line, where the Columbia River 
comes through the Great Gap in the 
Horse Heaven Hills. 


The railroad follows closely along the 
river in order to overcome construction 
difficulties. This gorge is known as Wal- 
lula Gap and probably provided an ex- 
cellent fishing location in times past, 
due to the rapids formed by the rocky 
condition of the river bed. 


The stone was lying flat, with the two 
carved sides upward. It is approximate- 
ly six feet long, four feet wide, and 
three feet thick, of basalt formation, 
and is part of one of the more ancient 
volcanic disturbances. 


Removal To Portland 


After discovery, the stone was left 
in its original position until 1910, when 
the railroad company transported it to 
Portland and presented it to the City 
Free Museum. 


For some thirty years, until 1940, it 
lay in its original position in the court- 
yard of the Portland City Hall, in a 
state of seeming neglect. Then the Geo- 
logical Society of Oregon placed it up- 
right on its present pedestal. 


Various theories have been advanced 
regarding its origin and many attempts 
have been made to untangle the mys- 
tery of the message it contains. 


Mr. Jack Benson, a local amateur 
archaeologist, has made the study of the 
stone a lifelong hobby, and he is of the 
opinion that the characters are “sym- 
bols” and are of Mayan origin.

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They were carved by survivors of the 
“Long Lost Continent of MU,” accord- 
ing to the reasoning of Mr. Benson. 
Some of the symbols are very similar to 
those found in temples in Yucatan and 
may convey the same message. 


Paleontologists are agreed that the 
carvings on the stone are symbols, and 
not picture writing — that each charac- 
ter conveys a distinct message and may 
be of a religious or historic nature. 


The writer was recently permitted to 
see a set of photographs of ancient 
temples in the Yucatan Peninsula, by 
Mr. Frances Murphy, a staff writer for 
The Oregonian. 


In certain of these temples are paint- 
ed characters or symbols, very similar 
to the ones on the stone, except the one 
was painted and the other was carved 
in stone. Any detail of difference might 
be laid to that factor. 


Several years ago, Mr. Hugh Matier, 
a Los Angeles paleontologist and arch- 
aeologist, put forth the theory that Ma- 
yan tribes had been driven northward 
by volcanic eruptions and earthquakes 
and had settled for a time in the Colum- 
bia basin area. 


He cited evidence of artifacts and 
skeletal remains to substantiate his con- 
tention. 


Skulls of round-headed persons re- 
markably like those of Aztec and Ma- 
yan peoples have been found in tombs 
in British Columbia. Artifacts, includ- 
ing tools and sandals like those of Ma- 
yan peoples, were found in the Colum- 
bia basin area. 


The great river has been the source 
of food for men since the Stone Age, as 
evidenced by the many stone imple- 
ments and household utensils found 
along its course. 


These men seem to hold to the theory 
that this Mayan civilization was made 
up of tribes, probably wandering tribes; 
that they had no political ties and their 
occupancy was of a temporary nature.

and Central America were the origin 
of this pilgrimage. 


An Ancient Gateway? 


It does not seem to occur to these 
gentlemen that the Columbia basin 
might be the gateway of this great in- 
flux of Mayan culture and philosophy 
which spread over a good portion of the 
North American mainland, and possibly 
even to Europe. 


There is no reason to doubt that these 
people made the great northwest their 
home for hundreds or perhaps, thou- 
sands of years. 


There is every indication to show that 
these people were highly civilized, even 
by our own standards, and had a high 
form of religion, were skilled in the 
crafts and were good sailors. They prob- 
ably carried on a live commercial trade 
with other peoples. 


Ancient manuscripts tell us of their 
prowess as sailors and ruins of ancient 
temples in the South Sea Islands speak 
loudly of the skill and wisdom of this 


great people. 


No doubt the homeland, because of 
overpopulation and economic restric- 
tion, became too small for the ambitious 
and enterprising of the lot and greener 
ranges was the rule then, as it is now. 


So, to fairer lands and more inviting 
places went the more adventurous. Thus 


the trek to the mainland was a natural ' 


move. 


Now, in considering this theory, let 
us take a backward look at the country 
in question. The time must be — if our 
reasoning is to be plausible — before 
the advent of the Cascade Mountain 
range. 


But, you will say, that is out of the 
question. Not so. Science has established 
the age of some of the volcanic cones 
in this range at about sixty-five hundred 
years and a study of the Columbia 
Gorge would indicate that the river has 
been many thousands of years in the 
process of wearing that magnificent 
ditch through these mountains. 


Ancient manuscripts and sculptures 
indicate that the Lost Continent of MU 
was destroyed some thirteen thousand 
five hundred years ago. Even that fig- 
ure may be conservative. 
much longer in actual time elapsed. 


A Modified Terrain 


So — there were no Cascade Moun- 
tains at that time — no Coumbia Gorge 
and the great coastal plain extended far 
to the east, even as far as the Idaho 
border. 





It may be- 








Much of the present terrain was not 
what it is today. The great river sys. 
tems were estabished, but what is now 
the hills of eastern Oregon and Wash- 
ington was a fertile plain, well watered 
by the moisture-bearing winds from the 
ocean and blessed with a favorable cli- 
mate. 


The Columbia was much larger and 
deeper then — fed by the receding gla- 
ciers and the heavy snows that were 
probably the rule in the higher eleva- 
tions. 


The ocean going vessels of the day 
probably sailed freely up the wide ex- 
panse of the river, even to the “head of 
navigation,” or to the Wallula Gap. 
There they must needs change to some 
other form of transportation. 


Probably an important port was es- 
tablished at that point. Certainly the 
rapids would be a good place to replen- 
ish the larders of the people and an im- 
portant fishery would be the logical con- 
clusion. 


Now, let us study the stone. We are 
convinced that the symbols are of Ma- 
yan origin and, if so, probably contain 
some sort of a message regarding the 


homeland of MU. 


According to our reasoning, the stone 
tells a logical story of the relationship 
that this people held to the lost contin- 
ent. 


Certain symbols tell of the mother- 
land and yet others tell of the coming 
and the staying of the people in this 
country. 


Many of the symbols are weathered 
and are not so legible, while others are 
combinations of symbols which so far 
have not been deciphered, but others 
are plainly outlined and of a singular 


purpose. 


If these conclusions are correct, then 
we may also conclude that the carving 
depicted a time before the Cascade Age. 


Then the mental picture of the wide 
coastal plain and a great river across 
it is not at all far fetched. In fact. a 
study of the stone bears out that con- 
tention. 


To this person, the ancient writer 
made the “Glyph” as a memorial to his 
mother country and, as an additional 
thought, included an account of the set- 
tlement that was at that time a going 
concern in the new country. 


The “Seven Great Cities”’ 


There are characters depicting the 
Creation and others showing the eco- 
nomic progress of this fair land — 
showing the seven great cities of wealth 
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and culture— of the mother country 
and the destruction by fire and earth- 
quake which finally ended its existence. 


Also symbols depicting the commerce 
of the day and the manner in which the 
new settlements were formed. A rough 
sea voyage is indicated and the river 
voyage is in evidence, as far as the gap 
in the mountain. 


There a settlement is indicated, un- 
der fair skies and a good climate. Again 
we see a record of the Seven Cities of 
Culture — this time “incomplete.” or 
in the stage of building. Probably tem- 
ples and other religious structures were 
built. 


A great civilization is indicated. In 
all, this occupancy may have continued 
for thousands of years, until the great 
volcanic upheaval that raised the Cas- 
cade Range up from the coastal plain. 


This was probably the aftermath of 
the disturbance which doomed the mo- 
ther country. Great fissures were op- 
ened in the gigantic wrinkle that was 
being raised up across the path of the 
Columbia and lava and volcanic debris 
were blown over the land. 


Vast chimneys were formed from 
which issued great clouds of volcanic 
ash and noxious gases. The land soon 
became untenable and the whole popu- 
lace were forced to flee for their lives. 


All that they had striven for and all 
that they had accomplished was buried 
by the terrible ash and debris. The fair 
land became a desert, not fit even for 
habitation of animals. Great mountains 
of volcanic ash covered everything and 
nothing could live. 


The populace probably left to make 
their way to the Mexican settlements, 
or may have found their way across the 
continental divide where they were la- 
ter identified as the Mound Builders. 


The fame of this people was noised 
far and wide — as evidenced by the 
fact that even Old Spain was aware of 
these great cities. 


When Cortez conquered Mexico, he 
made at least one expedition north in 
search of “The Seven Cities of Giboola.” 


No one knew where they were but the 
Indians as far north as Nebraska had 
heard of these cities and told him that 
they were “lost.” 


Little did Cortez realize that the ob- 
ject of his search was at that time bur- 
ied under mountains of volcanic ash far 
to the west. 


It is the opinion of this writer that 
the time will come when at least some 
of the ruins of this civilization will come 
to light and thus solve the mystery that 
has puzzled many students to this day.

HAVE DOCTORS CHANGED 
THEIR SMOKING HABITS?

Smoking Habits?” 





APPROXIMATELY SIX YEARS ago, 
Americans were startled by release 
of medical research reports strongly in- 
dicating a link between cigarette smok- 
ing and lung cancer. For a time cig- 
arette consumption decreased. Then a 
question arose as to the validity of the 
reports, and sales began to rise. 


By 1957 tobacco manufacturers had 
significant evidence of the positive re- 
sult of their advertising campaigns 
against the so-called “tobacco scare,” 
for in that year Americans smoked more 
than 409-billion cigarettes, an increase 
of 4.1 per cent over 1956. 


In 1958 Americans set a new high of 
462-billion cigarettes consumed, and the 
Agricultural Department predicts a fur- 
ther increase in 1959. 


This casual ignoring of clinical evi- 
dence is due to many factors, one being 
an erroneous impression that physicians 
are personally unconcerned about to- 
bacco research findings. 


Little was done to correct this idea 
until the national medical journals Med- 
ical Times and Resident Physician pub- 
lished results of an editorial survey 
among physician smokers which reveal- 
ed facts correcting previous impressions 
concerning doctors’ attitudes toward 
smoking. 


These journals attempted to find out 
whether doctors had made any signifi- 
cant change in personal smoking habits 
between 1952 and 1957. 


In the first extensive survey of its 
type, two groups of American doctors 
were questioned: approximately ten per 
cent of hospital residents, young physi- 
cians in specialty training, and over 
2,100 general practitioners. Only doc- 
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tors who had been smoking in 1952 
were included in the survey. 


Specifically, the editors asked whether 
doctors polled had altered their smok- 
ing habits during the past five years, 
what factors influenced their decisions, 
and if they had passed their conclusions 
to patients. 


Their answers may surprise you! 


Between 1952 and 1957 significant 
changes have occurred in the smoking 
habits of many American doctors. 


A Change In Attitude 


Two thirds of residents and 44 per 
cent of general practitioners in this sur- 
vey expressed a change in attitude to- 
ward cigarettes. 


Among residents, 20 per cent stopped 
smoking completely, 19 per cent reduc- 
ed their cigarette intake, and seven per 
cent switched to pipes or cigars. 


Among generalists, 17 per cent stop- 
ped smoking, 14 per cent reduced their 
consumption, and three per cent switch- 
ed forms of tobacco. 


In contrast, 21 per cent of residents 
and ten per cent of general practitioners 
increased their daily cigarette consump- 
tion during that time. 


Why do doctors smoke? Fundamen- 
tally, physicians differ little in their 
enjoyment of personal habits from per- 
sons with less intensive health educa- 
tion. 


The majority indicated it gave them 
pleasure, promoted relaxation, and de- 
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at least 


creased nervous tension — 
while smoking. 


Reasons given for stopping or de- 
creasing smoking, however, were far 
more varied and sometimes caustically 
frank. 


Despite accumulating evidence that 
cigarette smoking is a causative factor 
in producing lung cancer, physicians 
refused to accept it as the sole reason 
for quitting cigarettes. 


Only six per cent of residents and 
4.8 per cent of generalists altered cig- 
arette habits because of this factor 
alone. More than 70 per cent of both 
groups, however, believed a relationship 
exists that is probably coupled with 
other as yet unproved causes. 


Principal reasons for changing per- 
sonal tobacco habits centered around 
health factors other than cancer or dis- 
pleasure with the habit. 


Inasmuch as many continued to 
smoke, this question was asked: “If you 
believe there is a link between smoking 
and cancer but you have not decreased 
the amount of your smoking, would you 
state your reasons briefly?” 


Residents responded with hopeful op- 
timism. “Since there are perhaps 20- 
thousand deaths a year from cancer re- 
ported in the United States and some 
35-thousand or more deaths from the 
automobile,” one resident rationalized, 
“T feel that you should weigh the danger 
and unless you feel that you, as an in- 
dividual, are more susceptible than av- 
erage to possible danger, it is rather 
foolish to give up a pleasure.” 


While some’ residents were ready to 
admit smoking because of “habit” and 
“no will power,” another put it this 
way: 

“I have smoked too long to expect to 


decrease risk by cutting down right now 
and am too lazy to stop smoking.” 


Then there are statements such as 
this: “I enjoy smoking and am willing 
to risk the increased chances because of 
the pleasure I derive from it.” 


The General Practitioners 


General practitioners, however, man- 
ifested a different attitude. With the ex- 
ception of those who tersely commented, 
“T like to smoke,” answers were fatalis- 
tic or expressed disgust that the habit 


- was so difficult to overcome. 
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Although most cancer-cigarette re- 
ports indicate a lower incidence of lung 
cancer among those who have quit 
smoking than among those of the same 
age who have continued to smoke, many 
generalists chose to overlook this fact. 


“At my age it would make no differ- 
ence whether I continued or stopped,” 
is an average but inaccurate comment. 
“Even if nine out of ten die of cancer,” 
added another, “ten out of ten will die 
anyway.” 

Doctors having cared for nonsmok- 
ers who died of lung cancer had this to 
say: “Too many factors enter into can- 
cer of lung — many nonsmokers in 
group,” or “had seven patients with can- 
cer — none smoked.” 


There were also remarks of person- 
al disapproval. “I don’t stop because 
of my stupidity. Cigarettes should be 
removed from the market — the only 
way we can stop.” 


One letter most revealing of cigarette- 
smoking physicians’ attitudes on the 
subject was that of a generalist who 
stated smoking provided pleasure for 
him. 

He recognized that statistically he 
had a “slightly” higher chance of devel- 
oping lung cancer because of his habit, 


but added: 


“IT am willing to take such a risk in 
order to enjoy the immediate relaxation 
and enjoyment which ‘the habit’ gives 
me. In short, I am compromising my 
beliefs for my immediate pleasures. 


“What’s more, having been a smok- 
er for about fifteen years, it seems that 
any damage it might have caused has 
been done already. I am now depend- 
ing on constitutional and hereditary fac- 
tors at least to ‘hold the line’ for me.” 


Despite the choice of some to ignore 
positive factors involved in quitting 
cigarettes and a seemingly fatalistic at- 
titude, the advice to “cut down” to “be 
on the safe side” was frequently jotted 
on the questionnaire. 


Further, many changed to filter ciga- 
rettes. 


Three Basic Attitudes 


Although a wide variety of responses 
were elicited by this survey, three at- 
titudes were frequently repeated. They 
were: 


1. While a large number of physi- 
cians have stopped smoking, many more 
admit they wish they could. 


2. It is a common thing for doctors 
to stop smoking, only to start again. 


3. Many balance their immediate 
pleasure against the possibility of devel- 
oping cancer, which they feel is remote, 
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TO SMOKE OR NOT...? 





To smoke or not to smoke is a very 
pertinent question today. If we were a 
teenager trying to decide, the answer 
would probably be in favor of smoking. 
All evidence thrown in the faces of 
youth says Smoke! 


Parents. smoke. Business acquaint- 
ances smoke. Women smoke in public. 
The television commercials in the living 
room drill into youngsters reasons for 
smoking. Movies on television and in 
the theater constantly portray smoking. 


Current magazines use advertisements 
in all colors showing men’ and women 
smoking — the cost of one page color 
ad in Life for one issue: $39,500. Writ- 
ers for current books and magazines 
use the “light” as a point of contact ... 


Sunday School teachers smoke. Dea- 
cons of our Baptist congregations 
smoke. Some preachers do ... 


In the light of such everyday person- 
al testimonies, it becomes hard for a 
teenager to say no to America’s most 
prevalent habit. The teenager cannot 





comprehend the following statement, 
even though published by the American 
Cancer Society: 


“The sum total of scientific evidence 
establishes beyond reasonable doubt 
that cigarette smoking is a causative 
factor in the rapidly increasing inci- 
dence of human cancer of the lung.” 


Regardless of other reasons why 
Christians should leave tobacco alone, it 
looks like adults would fear for their 
loved ones in future generations, if for 
no other reason than this: 


Lung cancer death rates are ten times 
as high among those with a history of 
regular cigarette smoking than among 
those who have never smoked. Among 
two-pack-a-day smokers, the rate is 
more than sixty times as high. 


Some may think smoking is a person- 
al decision. When our children are di- 
rectly affected, it ceases to become a 
“personal” decision. For the future of 
tomorrow’s youth, throw them awa 


— God can help you do it. —Bapéiss 
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or the lack of “conclusive evidence” that 
smoking is the only factor involved. 


The survey also inquired into doctor- 
patient-tobacco relationships. Among 
generalists, 31.9 per cent were suff- 
ciently convinced of potential health 
hazards to warrant advising patients to 
stop smoking. Over 38 per cent of resi- 
dents expressed the same conviction. 


Ninety-eight per cent of physicians 
who possess this opinion advise patients 
to stop or cut down, without being ask- 
ed. The remaining two per cent do so 


if asked. 


Interestingly, 14 per cent of physi- 
cians not convinced of the cigarette- 
cancer link also advise limitation of 
smoking. 

While many physicians purposely 
avoid precipitating anxiety in their pa- 
tients, some of whom have smoked since 
adolescence, others are disturbed be- 
cause of the reticence of some profes- 
sional colleagues to recommend that pa- 
tients quit the habit. 


Although many physicians continue 
to smoke, and the majority tend to dis- 
credit tobacco as the only factor in pro- 
duction of lung cancer, there is a defi- 
nite changing pattern in their smoking 


habits. 


Over the five years (1952-1957) in- 
cluded in this survey, the total cigarette 
consumption of physicians has decreas- 
ed 12.4 per cent for residents and 20.1 
per cent for general practitioners — 
a radical departure in habit and attitude 
from the general public. 


Regardless of age, many physicians 
feel cigarette smoking entails a calcu- 
lated risk. While some, particularly old- 
er physicians whose attitude is fatalistic, 
are willing to take this risk, others are 
not. 


There is food for thought in the con- 
cise remarks of respected family phy- 
sicians who summarize their own situa- 
tions with the unhappy phrases, “dam- 
age already done,” “too late,” or 
old to make any difference!” 


And this, perhaps is the most poign- 
ant remark of all: “Believe advice is 
for next generation — they should not 
start smoking.”

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PLEASURE 


OR POISON? 


Whenever arguments for smoking are added up, 





there are usually only three at the most, summarized 
about as follows: 


Smoking is a habit which (1) supports a tremen- 
dous industry, (2) brings millions of tax dollars to 
the Government, and (3) provides pleasure and re- 
laxation to smokers. The latter argument seems the 
one most often used. 


However, in the extensive research continually 


going on relative to smoking and health, certain con- 
clusions are becoming well established. 


Though certain aspects of the problem are not clear, the following, as sum- 
marized by “Consumer Reports,” cannot be successfully controverted: 


1. Tobacco smoke contains tars, nic- 
otine, carbon monoxide, arsenic, and 
a miscellaneous group of acids, phe- 
nols, aldehydes, and other chemicals. 
Relative amounts, of course, vary in 
different tobaccos. 


2. Physical factors associated with 
smoking — holding a hot pipestem in 
the mouth, or holding hot smoke in 
the mouth and the respiratory tract 
— have irritating properties indepen- 
dent of the chemical composition of 
the smoke itself. 


3. Because chemicals from tobacco 
smoke are absorbed into the blood 
stream from the mouth and the res- 
piratory tract, smoking effects all the 
organs and tissues of the body, at 
least to some extent. The most im- 
portant known effects are on the gas- 
trointestinal tract, the heart, and the 
blood vessels. 


4. Tobacco smoke irritates the mu- 
cous membrane, despite the lavishly- 
paid-for mildness claims by sports 
and movie stars. Try to inhale smoke 
from any other source; a campfire, 
for example! 


5. Smoking inereases the heart rate, 
raises the blood pressure, and con- 
stricts the blood vessels of the ex- 


tremities, thus increasing the load on 
the heart. 


6. Discrimination in taste and smell 
sensations is impaired by smoking. 


7. Heavy smokers have a death rate 
from coronary artery disease twice as 
high as that of nonsmokers. This fact 
was brought to light by the survey of 
187-thousand men, aged fifty to sixty- 
nine, by the American Cancer Society. 


8. Chronic bronchitis results from 
continued smoking. Nearly every 
smoker is bothered by “cigarette 
cough.” A condition nearly always 
associated with coughing is pulmonary 
emphysema, a lung disease marked 
by breathlessness, brought on by con- 
stant obstructing of the small air 
passages of the lungs. This is more 
and more being traced to smoking. 


9. The chance of a nonsmoker de- 
veloping lung cancer is about 1 in 275. 
The man who smokes even less than 
one pack of cigarettes a day has a 
chance of 1 in 36. 


10. Smoking causes tremendous eco- 
nomic loss in damage by fire to homes, 
business establishments, and forests, 
let alone the tragic loss of life through 

his cause.

Editor’s Note: The Defender is indebted to Dr. Smith for sharing with us his 
firsthand observations of conditions as they exist today in Soviet Russia. In this 
concluding article he takes us inside one of their local churches for a stirring report. 





Moscow IS AN impressive city. It 
is the pride and joy of the Russian 
people, and not without reason. 


The big black Zis was waiting beside 
the hotel at ten o’clock on a sunny 
Thursday morning. 


I spent four days in Russia and the 
sun never failed to shine, although it 
was always at an oblique angle, never 
really broke through the mist until 
about mid-morning, and was gone by 
four in the afternoon. Of course, dur- 
ing the winter season this is true of all 
the countries in the northern latitudes, 
including Great Britain. 


The Zis was a recent model, but by 
our American standards the lines were 
rather old-fashioned — the sort of thing 
you might have seen in a Packard or 
Cadillac during the mid-thirties. 


It was certainly a very dignified and 
effective means of transportation and 
constitutes one of the many capitalistic 
tendencies in a Communist country. The 
chauffeur in uniform helped us into the 
five-passenger back seat and we were 
on our way. 


The City and the Traffic 


Most of the major cities of Continen- 
tal Europe are built around great 
squares and circles. It is quite common 
to see a beautiful fountain or an elabor- 
ate monument in the center of an open 
space where five or six main arteries 
come together. 


However, Moscow far surpasses any 
other city I have seen in the size and 
number of its squares. The world fam- 
ous Red Square and Revolution Square 
are just two in a city where they are 
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extremely common. They are immense 
because most of the streets which flow 
into them are very wide. 


As we drove about I felt very much 
as if I was driving down the main street 
of some big American city early on a 
Sunday morning before the traffic had 
really begun to move. 


There was never any congestion, nev- 
er a line of cars moving along bumper 
to bumper, and only occasionally were 
there two or three cars going side by 
side. There just wasn’t much traffic 
anywhere at any time. You are much 
more conscious of the wide open spaces 
in Moscow than you are of the vehicles. 


Entertainment 


There were thousands of people on 
foot. Particularly downtown in the busi- 
ness area the streets were thronged on 
both sides. Sometimes we had to slow 
down because the sidewalks were over- 
crowded and the people were walking 
on the road. 


John Gunther suggests that the peo- 
ple walk because they lived in cramped 
quarters and there is little else to do, 
even in Moscow. Very few people from 
abroad have ever been inside a Russian 
home because a living room where they 
might entertain their friends is almost 
unknown. 


Certainly, there is not a great deal 
of choice as far as entertainment is con- 
cerned. Apart from the hotel dining 
rooms, restaurants are very uncommon. 
There are only half a dozen good ones 


in the whole city. 


There is the famous Bolshoi Theater 
if you like ballet or opera. A Russian 
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opera was having its premier there dur- 
ing my visit. There are theaters which 
show Russian films and a few foreign 
but very few American films. There 
was a big circus in full swing. Some of 
the tourists told me it was one of the 
best they had ever seen. 


However, night clubs, ordinary res- 
taurants, dance halls, juke boxes and 
golf courses are foreign commodities 
that have little or no place in Russian 
life. Of course there are no church ac- 
tivities as we know them. 


This lack of space at home drives the 
people out into the streets of a city 
where there is little else to do but walk 
and drink. In their spare time they en- 
gage in both of these activities a great 
deal, but they are an extremely hard- 
working nation, as can be seen from 
their weather-beaten faces and calloused 
hands. 


Even the crowd I had observed in 
my hotel dining-room had_ obviously 
spent most of their lives doing hard 
manual labor. They are probably much 
farther from being a debauched nation 
than either Canada or the United States. 


Cleanest In The World 


Moscow is the cleanest city in the 
world. I have traveled in forty coun- 
tries and lived in scores of cities but 
Moscow takes the prize in this depart- 
ment. There is absolutely no litter on 
the streets or in the parks. 


Visualize University Avenue in To- 
ronto directly after the Santa Claus pa- 
rade. What a mess! I walked through 
Red Square a half hour after a parade 
and demonstration that had lasted sev- 
eral hours and it was perfectly clean. A 
few old women were out sweeping but 
there was really nothing to sweep but a 
little dust. 


During my visit to the Kremlin I 
stopped to change my film. In the pro- 
cess of doing so I dropped the ag 
card that acts as an exposure guide. A 
full ten minutes later Ton tapped on 
the shoulder by a policeman who very 
politely handed me the card. I was 
careful not to drop anything else. 


Forty-First Birthday 


Friday was the big day. There was 
an air of expectancy everywhere. It 
was the forty-first birthday of the So- 
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viet Union. If you like red, the decor- 
ations were beautiful. If you do not like 
red, they were at least quite impressive. 


The buildings, the parks and the 
streets were flying the flag in honor of 
the occasion. As I have already said, 
there were pictures of Lenin and Marx 
on all sides, and occasionally the whole 
side of a building would be adorned 
with huge photographs of the fifteen full 
members of the Presidium of the Cen- 
tral Committee — the men who rule 
Russia. 


There were seven tourists in the Len- 
ingradski Hotel and one guide and three 
cars had been assigned to take us to the 
International Hotel, which was within 
two blocks of Red Square and on the 
parade route. 


We had not gone more than ten 
blocks before the cars were stopped at a 
barricade and we had to get out and 
walk the rest of the way. 


At the end of each block there was 
another line of soldiers across the street 
and two or three officers to check the 
passes. Only a limited number of peo- 
ple were permitted in the central part 
of the city for the parade. We had no 
passes, but our guide managed to talk 
her way through and we followed. 


At last, however, we were stopped 
by a big surly officer who was obvious- 
ly anxious to throw his rank at us — 
there is one in every army. The girl 
told him exactly what she had told all 
the others but he just walked away and 
would not listen. 


Finally, she left us all standing on 
a very cold corner and went for ) Ha 
She returned in about fifteen minutes 
with one of the higher officials of In- 
tourist who was able to persuade the 
officer to let us through. 


We went to the second floor of the 
International Hotel and watched the pa- 
rade through the windows of the dining 
room. We had been told several times 
that we were not to take pictures of the 
military part of the parade but that we 
could photograph the demonstration 
freely. 


For some reason, no one paid any 
attention to these orders — a typical 
Western attitude to authority — and ev- 
eryone who had a camera used it from 
beginning to end. 


Actually, the military end of the pro- 
ceedings was a minor part. There were 
a few hundred soldiers, some vehicles 
that looked something like jeeps, and 
perhaps fifty rocket launching trucks. 


_ The soldiers and vehicles went past 
in about fifteen minutes and the demon- 
stration followed immediately and con- 
tinued for several hours. 
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Thousands of people, men, women 
and children, shuffled by, waving flags 
and carrying banners. They did not 
march. They shuffled. 


There was no formation. Sometimes 
they would have to stop because of a 
bottleneck up front and sometimes sev- 
eral hundred people would run to catch 
up to the others. 


The banners cried out for world 
peace. Some of them advertised their 
national plans for future production. 
There was a huge globe with the flags 
of the world painted all over it, a huge 
dove of peace, and a great rubber rock- 
et. 


The people were singing and shout- 
ing slogans as they went by. It was the 
same thing over and over again — flags, 
banners, songs and slogans. They all 
looked happy, contented, and confident. 


What most of us in the outside world 
forget is that there is an entire adult 
generation that has never known any- 
thing but Communism. Unless a man 
is over sixty, he has been in a Commu- 
nistic state during his entire adult life. 


That is probably the major reason 
that these people do not complain. They 
have never seen anything else. I have 
already said that their knowledge of the 
free world is pathetic. 


The Subway 


We went back to our own hotel on the 
subway. It would be impossible to ade- 
quately describe it. It is an extremely 
efficient system of rails connecting sta- 
tions which look more like palatial ball- 
rooms than stations. 


Each station is different. They are 
absolutely breath-taking. I do not ex- 
aggerate their magnificence. One is 
lined with life-size bronze statues in 
a variety of poses. Another features oil 
paintings depicting the battles and the 
victories of the Russians during the 
past forty-one years. These are illum- 
inated with gigantic crystal chandeliers 
from one end to the other. You might 
find one such fixture hanging in solitary 
splendor in the main dining room of a 
first-class hotel in Canada or the United 
States. 


The next station was a display of 
large scenes reproduced in colored mo- 
saic. There was one with marble pic- 
tures and another with bone china and 
gold plate used as a medium. In this last 
station the name of the stop was also 
done in china and gold plate all along 
the wall. 


You can travel anywhere in Moscow 
on the subway for one penny. They 
— more than two million people a 
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At one place there were marble bench- 
es where the people could wait for their 
train. Actually, there was very little 
waiting to do because there was a train 
every minute, but the guide told me 
that this was a favorite rendezvous for 
lovers. It was warm and secluded — 
only two million people a day going by. 


The Kremlin 


One day as we were driving across 
a bridge I asked my guide what the gold 





spires and domes in the distance were 
and what river we were crossing. 


She answered in a tone that suggested 
that I should have known. The domes 
and spires were the towers of the Krem- 
lin and it was the Moscow River that 
flowed beneath us. 


The Kremlin, of course, is the nerve 
center of the Communistic Government. 
If you include the population of Red 
China and the satellites, the decisions 
that are made in the Kremlin affect one- 
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third of the human race — 900 million 
people, and this is the point from which 
the Russians manage to keep the rest 
of the world in an uproar most of the 
time. 


There are several cathedrals in the 
Kremlin, but they are used for the most 
part as museums. The armory is the 
most interesting to tourists. It- contains 
one of the most fantastic collections of 
arms, trophies and jewels that I have 
ever seen. 


The armor dates back several hun- 
dred years and is the usual display of 
personal defense equipment that you 
might see in any museum, but the array 
of treasures that were confiscated by 
the Communists when they attacked the 
Tsar and the church is almost beyond 
description. 


I have seen some of the British Crown 
Jewels and read about the Coronation 
robes, but these look like a poor man’s 
treasures alongside of the Russian dis- 
play in the Kremlin. 


The robes of the Orthodox priests 
and the Russian royal family are so 
completely covered with precious stones 
of every kind that it looks as if some- 
one had picked them up in great hand- 
fuls and thrown them indiscriminately 
on them. 


The icons, which to some extent take 
the place of the images of the Roman 
church, are similarly sprayed with jew- 
els. Even the pulpit Bibles are bound 
in covers that are almost completely 
made of priceless stones. 


What can be seen in the Kremlin is 
probably only a fraction of the wealth 
of the Tsars and the church, but it is 
adequate to point up the necessity of a 
revolution of some kind. 


As I moved from one huge glass case 
to another, I could not help but think, 
“What an ideal breeding ground for 
Communism!” The power and the 
wealth was all controlled by a small 
group of church and state officials while 
many of the people were starving to 
death. 


The sad joke on the Russian people 
is that forty-one years after the revolu- 
tion an even larger country than Tsarist 
Russia is still dominated by just fifteen 
men. They hold all the power and con- 
trol all the wealth. The members of 
the Presidium are probably the most 
powerful group of men in the modern 
world. 


The people of Russia today, however, 
are not starving for anything but free- 
dom. There has been tremendous prog- 
ress during the last forty-one years in 
every major country of the world with- 
out the benefit of Communism. No one 
will ever know whether there would 
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have been a parallel advance in Russia 
without Communism or not. 


One afternoon at about four o’clock 
I went out and hailed a taxi as I would 
if I were staying at The Royal York in 
Toronto. Most of the taxis are Volgas 
— a more streamlined type of car than 
either the Zim or Zis. It seemed to 
be about the size of an English Vaux- 
hall. 


The driver was able to speak a few 
English and a few French words, and 
with sentences that were a little of each 
we managed to carry on a fairly intel- 
ligent conversation. He was very friend- 
ly, as are most of the Russian people, 
and was anxious, in typical cab-driver 
fashion, to drive me all over Moscow. 


Literature 


I asked him to wait while I browsed 
about in a book store which specialized 
in foreign editions. All the sales peo- 
ple were able to speak English, but 
there were actually only a few English 
books — for the most part on the his- 
tory of Communism in Russia. 


What impressed me most was that 
the shop was crowded. I had to wait 
to get a place at the counters, and the 
people were not looking at novels or de- 
tective stories, or Westerns. There were 
very few novels there. Most of the vol- 
umes woud be considered textbooks in 
our country — history, science, poli- 
tics, economics, etc. 


Of course, there is no pornographic 
literature of any kind on the stands in 
Russia. The U.S.S.R. is in the pub- 
lishing business on a bigger scale than 
any other country in the world today, 
and they have managed to achieve this 
position without the aid of sex. 


Several of their periodicals are print- 
ed in English as well as Russian. I se- 
cured copies and read them with a great 
deal of interest. They are made up of 
three major things — criticism of the 
United States, the progress of the So- 
viet Union, and the testimonies of those 
who have been particularly blessed by 
Communism. 


They criticize all the Western coun- 
tries but they seem to reserve a special 
place for America. 


“The peoples of the whole world are 
censuring the U.S.A.’s acts of provoca- 
tion in the Far East. The powerful and 
indignant voice of the Soviet’s people 
is merging with the protests of peace- 
loving people throughout the world. The 
U.S.A. must cease interfering in China’s 
internal affairs once and for all and 
withdraw their armed forces from Tai- 
wan and from the Straits.” 


This was in Russia’s counterpart to 
Life Magazine, “Soviet Union,” and 
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there are hundreds of similar lines. All 
of them depict the United States as the 
aggressor and the major threat to world 
peace and the U.S.S.R. as the big benev- 
olent father that loves everybody, wants 
to be of assistance to all other countries, 
and wishes the U.S.A. would stop med- 
dling. 


As I read their accounts of progress 
and achievement, they reminded me in 
some ways of a party of drunks. You’ve 
seen the kind I’m talking about. 


They have had a great deal to drink, 
they have reached the stage where they 





feel dizzy instead of happy, and there 
is nothing left for them to do but drink 
some more. 


At this point they usually work ex- 
tremely hard to convince one another 
that they are having a good time. “Isn’t 
this great? This is the life. Are you 
still with me? Let’s drink to us. We’re 
the greatest buddies in the world.” 


When we see a group like this we 
usually laugh at them, and if it were not 
so terribly serious, you could read Rus- 
sian periodicals and laugh at their con- 
stant efforts to convince themselves that 
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they are the greatest country in the 
world. 


A Testimony 


It would seem that in their hearts 
they really know that with all of their 
great achievements there is something 
missing, they have done something 
wrong, and they try to cover it and for- 
get it by listing the good things they 
have done. 


The testimonies of their converts are 
particularly interesting. They sound very 
much like religious testimonies. In the 
“German Democratic Republic Review” 
I read seven personal testimonies com- 
plete with names and pictures. 


Here is one of the shorter ones that 
appeared under the caption “Paula 
Lienert, woman textile worker in the 
nationally-owned ‘Ideal’ Hosiery Works 


in Karl-Marx-Stadt:” 


“I started work as a textile worker 
as a young girl. Things were not easy 
those days. My father worked in a hos- 
iery mill and later went into the mines. 
Even in those days he took an active 
— in the working-class movement and 

was brought up in that way too. 


“When my husband died in 1946, I 
began at the ‘Ideal’ works. Twelve years 
ago things looked very much different 
around here and in the nine years of the 
existence of the German Democratic Re- 
public a great change has taken place, 
also in my life and in that of my son. 


“A few years ago I moved into one 
of the new blocks of flats in the center 
of the town and bought new furniture 
for our living room, beside many other 
things which at the moment I cannot 
recall in detail. 


“Up to now I have spent every annual 
holiday in some resort or other, that 
was only possible because we have all 
worked hard throughout those years.” 


Department Store 


My next stop was the Gum Depart- 
ment Store, one of the largest in the 
world. It looks something like a Lon- 
don railway station. 


There are three long sections each 
with an arched glass roof and three 
floors. The sections are connected with 
passageways and bridges. The whole 
thing is supported by huge square con- 
crete pillars and the counters are in be- 
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tween and behind these pillars. The 
lighting is accomplished with the usual 
great crystal chandliers and there is a 
public address system which produces 
continual classical music. 


All the counters seemed to be crowd- 
ed. There were no elaborate displays 
and I did not see any mannequins. I 
saw one very long queue in which I 
counted over a hundred people. I fol- 
lowed it to the front and found the 
people feverishly buying colored bal- 
loons for the next day’s parade. 


My ballpoint pen had run dry and af- 
ter I had found the pen counter and 
pushed my way through the crowd to 
the front, I discovered that they do not 
have ballpoints in Russia — at least, 
they were not available at the pen coun- 
ter of the largest department store in the 
Soviet Union. 


This is one of the idiosyncracies of 
Russia. In some areas they are far be- 
yond the rest of the world, but in the 
little things that add comfort and con- 
venience to the personal lives of the 
people they are far behind. 


When the Intourist agent stapled my 
meal coupons together, he actually took 
time to bore two small holes with some- 
thing that looked like a miniature ice 
pick, and then he shoved the staple 
through by hand and bent the ends 
over with the handle of the little ice 
pick. 


He had not lost or mislaid his stapl- 
ing machine, because he did everyone’s 
in the same manner. He just did not 
have a stapler, and I doubt if there is 
one that is available to the ordinary 
person. 


Satellites in space, but no ballpoint 
pens or staplers. These are the things 
that make you laugh in Russia. But 
these are the things which represent 
the personal sacrifice of the Russian 
people for the progress of their country. 


The Church 


I went to church on Thursday night. 
There are churches in Moscow — one 
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Baptist, one Roman Catholic, one Mo- 
hammedan, and fifty-two Orthodox. 


The Russians are the most religious 
people I have ever seen, but most of 
them are Communists and, of course, 
Communism is a religion. 


The tragedy is that many of these 
Russian people are much more zealous 
about their Communism than the aver- 
age Canadian is about his Christianity. 


I left my hotel at six-thirty and when 
I arrived at the Baptist Church fifteen 
minutes later the service was already 
under way. Someone met me at the 
door and led me up a flight of stairs 
and down to the front row of the bal- 
cony. 


What I saw took my breath away. 
The building, which by our standards 
might accommodate fifteen hundred peo- 
ple, was bulging at the seams with near- 
ly two thousand. 


Every available seating and stand- 
ing space was being used. There were 
many old folk who must have been liv- 
ing before the Revolution, but they were 
not all old. At least twenty per cent of 
the congregation were under thirty 
years of age. 


In a Russian service the sermon 
comes first, while the people are still 
awake. The singing and prayers and 
choir numbers come last. 


After twenty years of trying to wake 
up crowds that anthems and prayers 
and special numbers have lulled to sleep, 
I was delighted with a system that at 
least gave the preacher an even break. 


There are two pastors and eight 
preachers associated with the Baptist 
Church. One of the preachers, Dr. Ilia 
Orlov, who is also a plastic surgeon, 
interpreted for me. 


I listened with a full heart as the 
pastor preached on the text, “God is 
a Spirit.” He quoted the last few vers- 
es of the twenty-first chapter of Reve- 
lation. 


I watched the people as he preached. 
Their heads were bent forward, their 
eyes wide open. This was too precious 
to miss a word. 


“It is sown in corruption; it is raised 
in incorruption.” Now he was talk- 
ing about the resurrection. He raised 
his voice in a triumphant shout, “There 


| will be none left in the churchyard, 


none!” 
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An old man in the middle of the 
ground floor was wiping the tears from 
his wrinkled face. The woman beside 
me was weeping softly. The hush of 
glory had settled over the sanctuary. 


A Season Of Prayer 


Then they rose for prayer. Three 
people in the congregation led in pray- 
er, first a woman and then two men. 
The woman had completed only two 
sentences when the entire crowd began 
to sob. You have seen individuals 
broken down and sobbing, but have you 
ever seen a crowd sob? 


The woman continued to pray and 
their tears continued to flow. The old 
lady by my side was wiping away the 
tears with the end of a woolen rag that 
was tied about her head. 


I looked at the old man on the main 
floor. His grey hair was thin. He wore 
a mustache and goatee that gave his 
thin face the appearance of one of the 
disciples. 


His eyes were wide open and his lips 
set in a thin line. He was looking up 
with a steadfast gaze as if he could see 
beyond the roof of the building and in- 
to eternity. 


Then the one-hundred voice choir 
sang without musical accompaniment. 
I do not expect that I will ever hear bet- 
ter singing. First it was a great torrent 
of sound, then a tiny stream. I shall 
never forget it. 


The second number featured a so- 
prano soloist who had a brilliant operat- 
ic quality to her voice. She was accom- 
panied by the choir. There was one 
piece of hand-written music for every 
five or six people. 


It was time for the congregation to 
sing. I wondered what Christian people 
fighting for survival in a Communistic 
country would sing. With a thrill that 
I cannot describe I began to sing with 
them on the first verse: 

My hope is built on nothing less 
Than Jesus’ blood and righteousness; 


1 dare not trust the sweetest frame, 
But wholly lean on Jesus’ Name. 


Now it was I who was doing the weep- 
ing. As we came to the chorus I just 
stopped and listened: 


On Christ the solid rock § stand; 
All other ground is sinking sand. 


I was no longer in Communistic Rus- 
sia. I was in the Church of God. These 
were the people who had stood the test 
of relentless persecution and had come 
out standing firm. I joined in again on 
the last verse: 

When He shall come with trumpet sound, 
Oh, may | then in Him be found; 


Clothed in His righteousness alone, 
Faultless to stand before the throne. 
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“Best hymnbook today—an epochal 
volume.”

HAT WE MIGHT KNOW something 

of the functions of this enduring 
word, God has been pleased to use cer- 
tain emblems and figures, things famil- 
iar to our daily experience. 


In the secular world we commonly 
use a circle as the emblem of eternity. 
It has no beginning and it has no end 
and is therefore a fitting symbol in this 
respect. 


A flag is an emblem also and stands 
for a particular nation. In the realm of 
algebra there are many symbols, some 
of which are arbitrary or conventional. 


Emblems just as common as these 
have been associated with our Bible to 
make it a vital book to our daily exper- 
lence. 


Most of us possess a Bible but some- 
how we know very little of its contents. 
I am reminded of a small girl who told 
the pastor of her mother’s church when 
he called at the home, that she knew ev- 
erything there was in the Bible. 


The pastor, amused, remarked that 
she might know a few things, but not 
quite all. “Oh, yes,” was the quick re- 
ply, “I do know all that is in it.” 
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Her mother, who had been listening, 
rebuked her daughter for saying such a 
thing, whereupon the child, in persist- 
ence, said “But Mother, I do. There 
is Grandma’s favorite picture, three 
dead leaves, a lock of Bobby’s hair 
when he was a baby, a love letter from 
Daddy, and a recipe for brown bread, 
and that’s all there is in the Bible.” 


When our Bibles serve no other pur- 
pose than a place to store things, is it 
any wonder they do not mean much to 
us? 

We are going to try to discover as 
we go along just what this wondrous 
Book is and what God intends that it 
shall be to us. 


It would not be possible to confine to 
this message all the emblems used by 
the Spirit in setting forth this Book, but 
I shall call your attention to a number 
of them, and then dwell upon five which 
to me are exceedingly personal and 
practical. 


A Mirror 


James thinks of the Bible as a mirror, 
“For if any be a hearer of the word, 
and not a doer, he is like unto a man

The Apostle Paul likens the Word to 


food. For babes it is milk and for men 
it is meat. “I have fed you with milk, 
and not with meat: for hitherto ye were 


not able to bear it, neither yet now are 
ye able.” (I Corinthians 3:2) 


This same apostle thinks of the Word 
as a cleansing stream, hence he wrote, 
“That he might sanctify and cleanse it 
with the washing of water by the word.” 
(Ephesians 5:26) 


Speaking of the same Scriptures, Pe- 
ter declares it to be seed for the purpose 
of production, “Being born again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth and 
abideth for ever.” (I Peter 1:23) 


The Psalms are rich in their symbol- 
ogy. David speaks of the Word as be- 
ing like gold to enrich and as honey to 
sweeten, “More to be desired are they 
than gold, yea, than much fine gold: 
sweeter also than honey and the honey- 
comb.” (Psalm 19:10) 

Moses also spoke to the people of his 
day and told. them what the Word of 
God was like and impressed upon them 
its eternal value. 

“And he humbled thee, and suffered 
thee to hunger, and fed thee with man- 
na, which thou knewest not, neither did 
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thy fathers know; that he might make 
thee know that man doth not live by 
bread only, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of the Lord 
doth man live.” (Deuteronomy 8:3) 


The prophet Isaiah reminds us by 
means of a familiar figure what the 
Bible is like. Let us hear his voice: 


“For as the rain cometh down, and 
the snow from heaven, and returneth 
not thither, but watereth the earth, and 
maketh it bring forth and bud, that it 
may give seed to the sower, and bread 
to the eater: 


“So shall my word be that goeth 
forth out of my mouth: it shall not re- 
turn unto me void, but it shall accomp- 
lish that which I please, and it shall 
prosper in the thing whereto I sent it.” 
(Isaiah 55:10-11) 


These are but a few of the many 
which may be found upon the pages of 
the Word itself. How wonderfully they 
identify the Scriptures for us and en- 
able us to understand its offices. 


A secular magazine carried the story 
of a small girl, and though the editor 
was ignorant of theological terminology, 
nevertheless it goes straight to the heart 
as to the value of a symbol. 


The child, living on a western cattle 
ranch, was familiar with the process of 





branding the cattle on the ranges with 
the owner’s emblem or name. Any un- 
branded cattle were known as maver- 
icks. 


After she had been converted and 
baptized, the girl was asked by her 
school friends what baptism meant. 


She replied that she had been a little 
maverick roaming the plains but that 
when she had found Jesus and was bap- 
tized by the pastor, she had now the 
mark of Jesus upon her showing His 
death and resurrection. Now everyone 
would know that she belonged to Him 
Who was her Friend and Saviour. 


The first emblem which I wish you 
to notice is that of 


A Critic 
The Bible is definitely called a critic. 


It is not only a higher critic, but it is 
the highest critic. 


Webster’s dictionary declares that a 
critic is one skilled in judging merits 
of literary or artistic works, or one 
adept in any analysis of the work of 
others involving critical judgment. 


Christians need to allow this divinely 
provided critic to sit in judgment up- 
on them for their own good and for the 
glory of God. 
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We often resent the criticisms of oth- 
ers, feeling they are incompetent to 
judge us and our actions, but surely 
none can find fault with God when He 
deigns to step in and point out our er- 
rors, shortcomings and failures. 


We read, “For the word of God is 
quick, and powerful, and sharper than 
any two-edged sword, piercing even to 
the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, 
and of the joints and marrow, and is a 
discerner of the thoughts and intents of 
the heart.” (Hebrews 4:12) 


The words, “a discerner of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart” are 
rendered by Rotherham in his fine 
translation, “and able to judge the im- 
pulses and designs of the heart.” 


The word “discerner” is kritikos in 
the Greek, which means “a critic.” This 
is the only time God ever employed this 
word, thus confining its use to His own 
written Word. What right then has 
man in claiming this prerogative? 


In his arrogance man sits in criticism 
upon the Scriptures just as man sat in 
judgment upon the Son of God when 

€ was upon earth. 


The written Word has been accorded 
the same treatment as the living Word, 
all of which is a revelation of the wick- 
edness within the hearts of unregenerate 
men. 


The devil works through those who 
will yield themselves to him and, find- 
ing willing instruments, immediately 
sets about to discredit the sacred Word. 


Who can deny the reliability of the 
Bible as a judge? The playwright might 
question the judgment of his critics, the 
prisoner might feel that his judge was 
prejudiced toward him, the politician 
may wonder what was wrong with the 
verdict of the voters, but all of us 
must bow before the verdict of this pre- 
cious Book. 


It does not stop on the surface but 
goes to the heart and touches motives 
and thoughts. It has the ability to pierce 
“even to the dividing asunder of soul 
and spirit,” which means it is capable 
of dealing with both fleshly and spirit- 
ual things. 


Surgeons are heralded as masters in 
their field when they can operate suc- 
cessfully upon the heart. But this Book 
goes directly to the heart and deals with 
“the thoughts and intents of the heart” 
and makes no apology for what it re- 
veals. 

This divine critic in its work is sharp- 
er than any two-edged sword produced 
by the hand of man. The surgeon’s 
scalpel is a dull instrument compared 
with it. 

All of us need to accept the verdict 

The Defender 
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and when our thoughts are revealed as 
impure and our motives as selfish, let 
us turn to Christ for victory over them 
and to the Holy Spirit for definite trans- 
formation. 


We need not be discouraged for when 
we are judged and humbled by the 
Word on earth, we may be comforted 
and strengthened by the Priest on high, 
“Seeing then that we have a great high 
priest, that is passed into the heavens, 
Jesus the Son of God, let us hold fast 
our profession.” (Hebrews 4:14) 


Next, the Bible is likened unto 


A Lamp 


A lamp is a very 
common thing and 
of great necessity in 
the night. Without 
a lamp to light his 
oD, way, man’s progress 
is retarded and he is 
unable to accom- 
plish anything. 





David wrote, “Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my path.” 
(Psalm 119:105) 


How blessed to know that we possess 
a lighted Lamp, One whose light is ne- 
ver failing and which shines forth in 
darkness! 


We do not believe it is too much to 
say that, aside from God’s Word, all 
is darkness. Man’s best thinking, un- 
guided by Scripture, is seldom in ac- 
cord with God’s will. The unregenerate 
mind is not capable of thinking God’s 
thoughts after Him. 


“But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him: neither can 
he know them, because they are spirit- 
ually discerned.” (I Corinthians 2:14) 


So long as men refuse to walk in the 
light of God’s Word, they are held in 
the grip of darkness. 


“Who hath delivered us from the pow- 
er of darkness, and hath translated us 
into the kingdom of his dear Son.” 
(Colossians 1:13) 


When Jesus was walking among men, 
He made no apology for speaking of 
Himself as the light of the world. 


“Then spake Jesus again unto them, 
saying, I am the light of the world: he 
that followeth me shall not walk in dark- 
ness but shall have the light of life.” 
(John 8:12) 


When men reject the living Word and 
the written Word, they are choosing to 
walk in densest darkness where no light 
is and consequently no life. 


The Bible is like the star of Bethle- 
hem leading to the person of Jesus 
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Christ Himself. It is like the lighted 
candlestick in the holy place of the tab- 
ernacle, lighting up things divine. It is 
like the fiery pillar which led the chil- 
dren by night through the awful Arab- 
ian wilderness. 


No wonder the Psalmist wrote, “The 
entrance of thy words giveth light; it 
giveth understanding unto the simple.” 
(Psalm 119:130) 


And Peter bore witness to its value 
as a giver of light. “We have also a 
more sure word of prophecy; whereun- 
to ye do well that ye take heed, as unto 
a light that shineth in a dark place, un- 
til the day dawn, and the day-star arise 
in your hearts.” (II Peter 1:19) 


Whatever is true of the Son of God is 
also true of the Word of God, for they 
stand and fall together. One cannot ac- 
cept the Lord Jesus Christ and at the 
same time spurn the message of His 
Word. To find the light offered in the 
Word is to find the light of life as pro- 
vided in the Lord Jesus Himself. 


Another interesting emblem of the 
Bible is that of 


A Fire 


It may seem strange to think of the 
Bible in this manner, yet the symbol 
is fitting when we think of the marvel- 
ous effects of fire. 


The prophet of old wrote, “But his 
word was in mine heart as a burning 
fire shut up in my bones, and I was 
weary with forebearing, and I could not 
stay.” (Jeremiah 20:9) 


Here the prophet explains that as he 
was warmed by the Word of God, he 
“could not stay.” It was impossible for 
him to keep still. His heart was warmed 
to a spiritual fervor. 


If our hearts are cold and we lack in 
divine enthusiasm, the strong probabili- 
ty is that we have gotten too far away 
from the fire of divine truth given of 
God to melt the coldness and indiffer- 
ence of the heart. 


The Psalmist wrote, “My heart was 
hot within me; while I was musing the 
fire burned: then spake I with my 
tongue.” (Psalm 39:3) 


And we read in Acts 4:20, “For we 
cannot but speak the things which we 
have seen and heard.” 


Here was an impossible silence. And 
when men come to this Book and learn 
of the promises of God and of the riches 
of His grace, they “cannot help but 
speak.” 


I do not criticize folk when they lift 
their voices in loud acclaim or shout 
their hallelujahs. It is the overflowing 
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cup or the bubbling heart giving ex- 
pression to the joy which is within. 


Another quality of fire is that of re- 
fining, it burns away the dross. This 
quality is brought out so often in Scrip- 
ture. “The law of his God is in his 
heart; none of his steps shall slide.” 


(Psalm 37:31) 


The real cure for backsliding so pre- 
valent among God’s people is to hide the 


Word in the heart, and to allow it to do | 


its work in the soul. This same truth is 
set forth in the book of Proverbs: 


“When wisdom entereth into thine 
heart, and knowledge is pleasant unto 
thy soul; discretion shall preserve thee, 
understanding shall keep thee.” (Pro- 
verbs 2:10-11) 


How often have we quoted this pas- 
sage: “Thy word have I hid in mine 
heart, that I might not sin against thee.” 
(Psalm 119:11) 


The Psalmist knew the refining and 
cleansing quality of the precious Scrip- 
tures which God has given to us. 


There are many other wonderful char- 
acteristics of fire of which we cannot 
speak now and which I shall have to 
leave with my hearers to think of and 
apply to the Word and to themselves. 


Referring to Jeremiah again, we shall 
see how he speaks of the Bible as 


A Hammer 


A hammer is a useful tool and it 
would be difficult for us to get along 
without it, especially in the matter of 
building. It is used in many walks of 
life and most tradesmen find it the most 
useful tool in their kit. 


The prophet wrote, “Is not my word 
like as a fire? saith the Lord; and like 
a hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces?” (Jeremiah 23:29)

Time and again we have seen the ef- 
fectiveness of the Word as it literally 
crushes the arguments of skeptics and 
infidels. They cannot resist the power 
of God as manifested in the revelation 
He has given us. 


The Word is indeed “quick and pow- 
erful” and no controversy forged by 
men can offset it. God honors His Word 
and only as we bear witness to what He 
says can we be effective in reaching 
precious souls for Him. 


We must ever bear in mind that no 
matter how fine the hammer is, the hu- 
man hand must take hold of it and sway 
it. So it is with the Scriptures of truth. 


God has ordained that His Word shall 
flow through our lips and if we fail to 
use the thing which He has given us, 
we will not succeed in His service. 


We are not called upon to argue with 
souls but to bear witness to the truth. 
This blessed tool does not have to be 
wielded in the energy of the flesh but in 
the power of the Holy Spirit.

He is the One Who enables us to lift 
it up and to use it effectively. Therefore 
we are told not to be “drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled with the 
Spirit.” (Ephesians 5:18), and when 
this is true, we shall triumph in the use 
of this glorious hammer. 


In the great warfare chapter of the 
New Testament, wherein God’s children 
are enjoined to put on the whole armor 
of God, we shall see how the Bible is 
spoken of as 


A Sword 


A sword is a weapon of warfare and 
no soldier dare go into the conflict with- 
out it. 


The apostle reminds us that “we wres- 
tle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places,” (Ephesians 6:12), and the 
only offensive weapon God has put into 
the hands of His people is described in 
verse seventeen, “... and the sword of 
the Spirit, which is the word of God.” 


It is interesting to note that the writ- 
ten Word is a sword and the living 
Word has a sword, for we see Him in 
His second coming glory with this in- 
strument. 


“And out of his mouth goeth a sharp 
sword, that with it he should smite the 
nations; and he shall rule them with a 
rod of iron: and he treadeth the wine- 
press of the fierceness and wrath of 
Almighty God.” (Revelation 19:15) 


This means that when He comes the 
nations will be judged by the same di- 
vine weapon which we have used as we 
have gone forth. Whether in service or 
judgment, the Word of God is equally 
effective. 


We must never get away from the 
truth that we have a great foe and noth- 
ing forged by men can deal with him. 
It takes the same sword which Jesus 
used when He was on the mount of 
Temptation and three times said, “It is 
written.” He knew the value of that 
sword which is of the Spirit. 


The armor God provides is for pro- 
tection and defense, but the sword is for 
aggression and attack, indicating that 
God expects the soldiers of the cross 
to use it constantly to put to rout the 
enemies of the Gospel.

If you should walk through the Bow- 
ery section of New York City some eve- 
ning, you might hear the robust voice 
of the Metropolitan Opera’s star basso 
coming from one of the Bowery mis- 
sions. The voice would be Jerome 
Hines’; for since his conversion, he fre- 
quently gives his time to Salvation 
Army work and singing for Bowery 
missions. 


Mr. Hines was converted: in 1953 in 
England while on tour. He had been 
working for three years on an opera 
about the life of Christ, and had finish- 
ed only fifteen pages of the score. 
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As he struggled with his composition, 
it dawned on him that he was writing 
about Someone he did not know.

THE SUN had already faded away 

and dusk began to draw nigh as we 
neared Carrizo Springs (Texas), which 
is less than fifty miles from the Mexican 
border. Being anxious to continue on, 
we headed for Eagle Pass, arriving 
there well after dark. 


It was necessary to remain in this 
border town until the following morn- 
ing, when the necessary documents were 
obtained for entry into Mexico. 


On Tuesday, around the noon hour, 
we presented ourselves at the Mexican 
customs office in Piedras Negras and, 
after about one hour we were given per- 
mission to enter the country. 


We immediately began driving down 
the lonely, hot highway, headed for 
Sabinas, which is in the Mexican state 
of Coahuila, almost 100 miles south, 
where we intended to make our first 
stop. 

About four o’clock in the afternoon 
we checked in at a hotel which we de 
cided was the best of the two or three 
available (Sabinas is a town of around 
8-thousand people). 


In this city we planned to visit three 
Defender pastors whom we had never 
met before. After getting settled at the

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hotel, we checked their addresses and 
began looking them up so we could 
worship with them in their evening 
service. 


(Please note, most Defender churches, 
whether located in Puerto Rico, the 
Dominican Republic, New York City or 
Mexico, conduct services every night, 
the year around. — Editor) 


In many Mexican towns the streets 
are not plainly marked, nor are the 
houses numbered. After searching in 
vain, we solicited the aid of a police- 
man, who had been stationed at one of 
the main intersections, who very gra- 
ciously assisted us by walking several 
blocks to locate Rev. Joaquin Rivas. 


Brother Rivas 


We learned that this brother supple- 
ments his livelihood by cutting hair so 
there was nothing to do but have him 
condition my sadly neglected head! 


His shop was very fascinating, unlike 
our American counterparts. The floor 
was bare earth, the walls lined with 
cardboard. There was no running water 
and it was necessary to use hand clip- 
pers exclusively. 


My wife was amused by the contrast, 
but was also greatly touched by the 
kindness and thoughtfulness of this fine 
man who, only thirty minutes before, 
was unknown to us. 


I had written to Rev. Leon Leija 
from somewhere in Texas that we ex- 
pected to be there on that day, so all 
arrangements were settled to attend a 
service that evening. 


We then visited the home of Brother 
Rivas, feeling much better for the loss 
of some of our hair, where we met Rev. 
David Rivas-Beltran and his family, to- 
gether with a friend of his who owned a 
car. 


Later on in the evening we loaded 
down not only our automobile, but that 
of Brother Rivas’ friend, and drove 
many blocks away to the meeting place. 


Mexican roads are not like those in 
the United States. Never again will I 
complain about the roughness of our 
paving! The journey that evening took 
us over many dirt streets. In some 
places the holes were so deep the bot- 
tom of my car scraped. There were no 
street lights so we had little warning! 


The service was conducted in a resi- 
dence, the front room having been con- 
verted into a little chapel, containing a 
pulpit and a few benches. Although we 
arrived a few minutes ahead of time, 
the room was almost filled to capacity, 
with both adults and children. 


At the beginning of the service, we 
were bothered some by the noisy “juke-

box” at the corner “Cantina,” or sa- 
loon. By the time we completed our 
song service, however, the outside 
noises had cleared away and the little 
chapel was filled to capacity, many 
friends being forced to remain on the 
outside, peering in through the win- 
dows, sitting on the fenders of the cars, 
or blocking the doorway. 


The room in which we met was sim- 
ple but comfortable. There was no elec- 
tricity, but instead the light came from 





six coal oil lamps, attached to the walls. 


Separating the little chapel from the 
only other room in the house was a 
beautiful lace curtain which, when 
pulled aside to allow one to enter or 
leave, showed the dirt floor of the ad- 
joining room. 


After the service was over, we en- 
joyed a time of fellowship with our new- 
found friends who implored us to stay 
on for at least one more day, but our 
plans called for us to leave Sabinas 
Wednesday morning to go to Saltillo, 
about 200 miles to the south (we only 
had two weeks in which to cover many 
thousands of miles). 


Enroute To Saltillo 


Once again we faced a long, lonely, 
hot road. Often we stopped along the 
way and offered a ride to the less for- 
tunate who would otherwise have been 
forced to walk many miles in the heat 
of the merciless sun. 


When Mrs. Wheeler and I undertake 
a trip, we endeavor to look for ways 
and means to make the story of the 
Good Samaritan come to life. 


About 100 miles out from Saltillo we 
came across a panel truck parked on 
the highway. Upon stopping to ascer- 
tain if there was any way in which we 
could be of assistance, the two male oc- 
cupants inquired about a “La Bomba,” 
which means pump. 


My first thought was that they must 
be having trouble with their fuel pump 
but, upon looking closer I observed 
they had a flat tire, but were without a 
spare. 


Many years ago I developed the habit 
of being prepared for any emergency 
by carrying with me such items as a tire 
pump, oil, wheel grease, filters, fuel 
lines, brake fluids and many other auto-

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in handy on a deserted highway. How 
often has this proven invaluable to 
other drivers of sick automobiles. 


I loaned these new-found friends my 
tire pump and in a matter of minutes 
we were on our way to Saltillo. 


Known as the “air conditioned city,” 
it is situated at an altitude of 5,200 feet 
above sea level, high up in the moun- 
tains. While the days are quite warm, 
the evenings never fail to cool off, mak- 
ing ideal sleeping weather. 


Brother Ledesma 


Saturday we had to leave Saltillo for 
Monterrey, less than two hours drive 
away. We arrived there shortly after 
noon and went immediately to the post 
office where a letter was waiting from 
Rev. Ventura Ledesma of Cadereyta 
Jiminez, a town located about twenty- 
five miles to the east of Monterrey. 


In his communication he mentioned 
they held services only on Saturday, 
Sunday and Tuesday evenings, so we 
decided to drive on to Cadereyta at 
once. We arrived in this quaint little 
town about six o’clock in the evening, 
parked our car at the plaza, and began 
looking up this brother to let him know 
we were there to enjoy another good 
Defender service. 


Cadereyta Jiminez is a very primitive 
town, with a population of about three 
thousand. Located in the very heart of 
the city is the plaza, with the large ca- 
thedral at one end. There was also the 
usual supply of street vendors selling 
everything from tamales to shoestrings. 


As we strolled around the sidewalk 
which encompassed the plaza, we kept 
our eyes open, searching for a nearby 
restaurant where we could have our 
evening meal. 


Before locating one, however, we 
came upon a group of local citizens 
enjoying the old fashioned tamales 
wrapped in corn shucks, so we decided 
to do likewise. We paid one peso (about 





eight cents in American money) for 
seven of these delicious morsels. 


After completing this repast, we con- 
tinued our search for Brother Ledesma. 
We inquired of two different people as 
to his whereabouts and it so happened 
the second person we asked was a mem- 
ber of the congregation. In fact, the 
services were conducted in his home! 
What a small world indeed. 


This fine person played a guitar so, 
together with the accordion which I al- 
ways carry with me, we conducted an 
opening musical service which drew a 
large crowd. 


Once again, the congregation of De- 
fender worshippers made us feel at 
home. A feeling of love and welcome 
permeated the atmosphere ... and this 
same spirit has been encountered on all 
our visits to Defender Churches, whe- 
ther in the United States, in Mexico or 
in Puerto Rico. 


A Needy Field 


It is difficult to put into words the joy 
which has been ours while visiting vari- 
ous Defender Churches, but as a regu- 
lar Defender reader I can say we were 
greatly impressed and pleased with the 
excellent work that is being done in 
Mexico with these fine, deserving peo- 
ple, who have so little of this world’s 
goods, and yet are blessed by having a 
Defender testimony in their locale, thus 
making it possible for them to learn of 
our Lord Jesus Christ and His sacri- 
ficial death on the cross for them. 


Many Mexicans are taking advantage 
of the opportunity to find Christ in 
these worship centers. Their spiritual 


needs are being fulfilled. 


It is our prayer that the day will 
soon arrive when their other needs will 
also be met. This can only be accom- 
plished through the prayers and offer- 
ings of friends such as you, who are 
reading this article. I pray your heart 
will be touched to send a gift, of any 
amount, to aid in the work in Mexico.

through Mexico, enroute to Central 
America to heed the Macedonian Call 
of those benighted areas.

Referring to themselves as “Invaders 
For Christ,” each member of the Team 
carries in his or her heart a burden for 
lost souls, especially as related to the 
Spanish-speaking peoples of the world. 


Starting out from the Island of Puer- 
to Rico several weeks ago, the Team 
consisted of Dr. J. F. Rodriguez, Dr. 
Julio Gonzalez Diaz, Mr. Felipe Melen- 
dez and Miss Abigail Melendez. 


Arriving in New York City they 
added to their forces Dr. J. A. Hernan- 
dez, Miss Gloria E. Hernandez, Mr. 
Pedro Juarez and Mr. Francisco Rosa- 
do, thus bringing to eight their total 
strength. 


From New York the workers visited 
Defender Spanish churches in the Chi- 
cago area and then stopped off for a 
few days in Wichita before heading 
south into Mexico and Central America. 


The purpose of this brief article is 
merely to acquaint you with these dedi- 
cated servants of Christ. In future is- 
sues of The Defender detailed accounts 
of what they are accomplishing will be 
published. 


The name J. F. Rodriguez is familiar 
to Defender readers. He invited Dr. 
Gerald B. Winrod, founder of the De- 
fenders of the Christian Faith, to his 
native Island in 1931, to hold a series 
of meetings in his church, located at 
Guayama. 


From this first visit, the vision of 
these two men for the evangelizing of 
this Caribbean Island has become a re- 
ality. Scattered across this Spanish- 
speaking field are chains of Defender 
Chapel-Churches, most of which are 
pastored by graduates of the Defenders 
Theological Seminary, of which Dr. 
Rodriguez is the President. 


It would take volumes to present a 
full orbed picture of the life of this 
twentieth-century miracle of grace. Few 
people know the background of this 
man who has, in spite of adverse cir- 
cumstances, grown to maturity as one 
of God’s choicest servants. 


A Man Of Dignity 


A man of dignity, he is at the same 
time humble, yet wise ... a diplomat 





who excels in making one feel at ease 
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and at home. Those on the island, who 
have come to know him best, find in 
him a tower of strength. The Defenders 
organization is fortunate to have such 
an individual to superintend all their 
missionary endeavors in the West In- 
dies. 


The second member of the team from 
Puerto Rico, Dr. Julio Gonzalez Diaz, 
is also a long-time Defender worker. 
For more than twenty-five years he and 
his faithful wife have pastored one of 
the largest congregations on the Island, 
located in the heart of metropolitan San 
Juan. 


Mr. Felipe Melendez, a Puerto Rican 
Christian layman and active participant 
in Defender missionary efforts on the 
Island, is the third member of the Team. 


He brought along with him, as the 
fourth member, his daughter, Miss Abi- 
gail Melendez, a dedicated Christian 
young lady who has spent some time in 
New York City where she was of in- 
valuable help to the work of the De- 
fenders organization among the young 
people in that area. 


Dr. Jose A. Hernandez is also well- 
known to Defender readers. No story 
of missionary endeavors would be com- 
plete without the mention of his name 
(or that of his wife Gloria, for that 
matter). 


These two devoted servants of Christ 
have sacrificed far beyond the call of 
duty, in their earnestness to see the 
Gospel taken to their people here in the 
United States. 


Residing in an over-crowded section 
of New York City, they have proven 
themselves experts at the task of deriv- 
ing full value from every penny that 
passes through their hands. 


The Defenders organization is able to

Their hours of service are long, ar- 
duous, sometimes even thankless ...

Their positive ap- 
proach to the challenge of missions in 
the New York City area is a source of 
inspiration. 


His wife was unable to accompany 
him on this latest missionary effort, but 
one of his daughters, (also named Glor- 
ia), is giving her many talents a work- 
out, as the Team establishes beachhead 
after beachhead enroute to its final des- 
tination. 


An accomplished pianist and soloist, 
Gloria supervises the work of the young 
people in the New York City area, and 
her father lovingly refers to her as his 
“right hand.” She is also a capable sec- 
retary, a dedicated young lady for the 
Cause of Christ. 


Destination Brownsville 


The last two members of the Team, 
both former natives of Puerto Rico, but 
more recently residents of New York 
City, plan to settle down in Brownsville, 
Texas where they will devote themselves 
to Defender missions among the Span- 
ish-speaking peoples of this border 
town, as well as keep a hand on the 
work in various cities located in Mexico. 


Mr. Pedro Juarez, a retired professor, 
taught Spanish for many years, coming 
to New York City in 1927. He has been 
actively engaged in Defender mission- 
ary endeavors in this metropolis for 
quite some time, and a close friend of 
the work for more than twenty years. 


Brother Juarez recently felt led to 
dedicate the balance of his life to aid- 
ing Spanish-speaking peoples, taking 
the Gospel to them.

Accompanying this servant of Christ 
to their new field is a young man with 
a most intriguing background, Mr, 
Francisco Rosado, known affectionately 
as Frank by his new-found~ American 
friends. Although scarcely twenty years 
of age, his life story, if translated to 
paper, would read almost like fiction. 


Born into a family of fourteen, he 
was literally “dumped” by his parents 
at a very early age, to shift for himself, 


This may seem like a heartless thing 
to do but it must be remembered that 
in Puerto Rico the average resident 
lives in abject poverty. The prospect of 
feeding another mouth is not always 
welcomed. 


Frank, who virtually lived “from pil- 
lar to post,” was forced to leave school 
at an early age and seek employment 
wherever he could find same, in order 
to keep body and soul together.

WELFARE SCANDAL

HILE WE ARE wondering if the 

day will ever return in America 
when a man can keep what he earns — 
instead of turning over big chunks of it 
to the politicians in taxes — we ought to 
take a look at one of our numerous tax- 
eating schemes. It is the “social-wel- 
fare” racket. 


What started out as a supposedly 
kindly program to aid distressed people 
during the Great Depression has now 
grown into an almost uncontrollable 
monster. 


Here are a few startling figures which 
illustrate what I mean. 


The Council of the State Chambers 
of Commerce has made a study of these 
so-called “social-welfare” payments. In- 
cidentally, “social-welfare” is a fancy 
name for what used to be called just 
plain “relief” — or “doles.” 


Back in the year 1935 we were in a 
state of depression. It was a period of 
great slackness in business. Millions 
of people were out of work. 


In that year, the government spent 
three billion dollars on social-welfare 
payments. That was a great deal of 
money — as much money as it had cost 
to run the entire United States govern- 
ment only a few years earlier. 


But perhaps some excuse could be 
made for those expenditures because 
of conditions in the country at the time 
— though even then there was a good 
deal of waste and even scandal involved 
in the handouts. 


But consider this: In 1935, in a pe- 
riod of deep depression, the govern- 
ment spent three billion dollars on so- 
called social welfare.

This year — in a period of booming 
business and high employment — the 
government is spending 20-billion dol- 
lars on social-welfare payments. And 
it is expected that the figure may go 
still higher! 


Of course, the big-spending boys in 
Washington have an answer to this. 
They say you can’t measure the relief 
of human misery in dollars. This is in- 
tended to put the opponents of our 
growing welfare state in a bad light. 


When they point to the harm this 
trend is doing to our free institutions, 
they are branded as hard-hearted, as 
caring more about dollars than about 
human beings, as just plain old 
Scrooges, etc. 


However, there are two problems in- 
volved in this welfare spending by the 
free-handed politicians — free-handed, 
that is, with your money. 


One, of course, is the fiscal problem 
which we will have to face as a result of 
these tremendous handouts. The other 
is the problem of what they are doing 
to the character of the American people. 


For instance, what about the thou- 
sands — perhaps millions — of men 
and women who flit in and out of jobs? 
They hold each one only long enough 
to make themselves eligible for unem- 
ployment insurance. Then they lay off 
— and collect for not working.

It looks like the government is tak- 
ing care of them. But actually, it is the 
steady, hardworking people and their 
employers who contribute all the money. 


Recently, a reporter for the Wall 
Street Journal made a thorough investi- 
gation of this whole “social-welfare” sit- 
uation. He found whole families — 
and they were not isolated instances 
either — which make a career of living 
on relief. 


One father was an ex-convict who 
said he couldn’t work because he had 
swollen feet. Two of his sons, after 
serving an apprenticeship in reform 
schools, also declined to work, although 
there were six younger children in the 
family. 


Over the years, this family collected 
$100,000.00 in welfare funds. A private 
welfare official declared that all this 
help was “totally and sinfully wasted.” 


Then there’s an office worker who 
earned a salary for many years. But he 
never saved a penny because he liked 
the horses. Now he’s on relief — and 
spends all his time at the race track, 
with the help of your tax dollars. 


Part of this welfare racket has to do 
with helping dependent children. It 
started out as a program to give aid to 
youngsters who were orphaned, or 
where one parent or the other could not 
take care of them properly. Now your 
tax dollars go to support thousands and 
thousands of women who make a career 
of having illegitimate children. 


All this, of course, is the logical re- 
sult of welfare-statism. So far as the 
fiscal problem is concerned, it can be 
summed up in one sentence: 


No nation in history which went in 
for large-scale government handouts 
ever succeeded in escaping bankruptcy. 


There is only one answer to both the 
moral and fiscal problem involved in 
welfare-statism. That is to return the 
whole thing to the states and cities, and 
to private welfare agancies, where it 
can be watched more closely, and where 
it does not become a tool of vote-hungry 
federal politicians. 


There will still be scandals — as there 
always will be when governments handle 
other people’s money — but at least 
they will be local scandals, instead of a 
national scandal.

The Key Word: Alms 


The general distribution of property 
in Israel, and the precautions taken to 
prevent the alienation of inheritances 
on the one hand, as well as the undue 
accumulation of wealth on the other, 
with the promised blessing of Jehovah 
in case of obedience, tended to make 
extreme poverty very rare. Still, there 
would arise cases of need. 


Specific provisions were made for the 
regular distribution of alms on a large 
scale among the poorer members of the 
commonwealth — the Sabbatical year 
— “that the poor of the people might 
eat,” (Exodus 23:11); the gleanings of 
field and fruit and the forgotten sheaf 
(Leviticus 23:22; Deuteronomy 24:19- 
22); the tithings laid up in store every 
third year for the Levite, the stranger, 
the fatherless, and the widow (Deuter- 
onomy 14:28,29); the freeing at Jubi- 
lee of the poor (Leviticus 25:39-54) ; 
the law giving the poor the right to 
enter a field or vineyard and satisfy 
hunger (Deuteronomy 23:24,25); in- 
terest forbidden on loans to the poor 
(Exodus 22:25, Leviticus 25:35,36); 
the command to entertain at the annual 
festivals the Levite, stranger, orphan, 
and poor (Deuteronomy 16:11-14).

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Very naturally, almsgiving came to 
be considered a virtue (Ezekiel 18:7, 
Proverbs 19:17), and a violation of the 
statutes regarding it a heinous sin 


(Isaiah 58:6,7). 


Among the later Jews poverty became 
quite prevalent, owing to foreign do- 
minion and the oppression of wealthy 
Israelites. The Mosaic statutes were 
changed to meet the increasing claims 
upon the charity and benevolence of 
the community. 


Two collections were ordered: (1) a 
daily collection of food, distributed 
every morning; and (2) a weekly col- 
lection of money, distributed weekly. 


There was also a chamber in the 
temple where alms were secretly de- 
posited for the poor of good families 
who did not wish to receive charity 
openly. Almsgiving came to be associat- 
ed with merit, and was looked upon as 
a means of conciliating God’s favor and 
warding off evil (Daniel 4:27), and as 
among the essential virtues of the godly 
(Isaiah 58:4-7, Ezekiel 18:7, Amos 
2:7). 


To be reduced to soliciting alms was 
regarded as a curse from God, and Ju- 
daism gave no encouragement to beg- 
ging as a sacred calling. —Unger’s 
Bible Dictionary

with the men from whom no help is to 
be expected, with those who hang upon 
others. The speech, however, does not 
end there. 


“Rise up and walk,” says the penni- 
less man. Why, Pilate who was the 
great man at Jerusalem, or Caesar who 
was yet greater at Rome, would never 
have dared to utter anything so bold. 


Peter, however, ventured in Christ’s 
name, and the result was perfect sound- 
ness given immediately by the great Au- 
thor of life, who has made our frames 
so curiously and can repair them so 
easily. 


Peter walked through the streets of 
Jerusalem on that memorable morning 
an unobserved and _ undistinguished 
man. Many passed him by, probably, 
who had upon them the trappings of 
worldly wealth, or were swelling with 
the pride of office, and if they looked 
upon the obscure Galilean in the face, 
would have taken him for one of the 
many thousand drudges who filled the 
streets of Jerusalem. 


Yet was there a hidden power within 
which made him really greater than the 
world’s rulers. 


The Key Fact: Faith Is Power 


Two men were wandering through 
the mountains in Nevada. While there, 
they discovered curious veins running 
through the rocks. 


One of them studied these veins with 
the interest of a geologist, and chiseled 
out a few specimens for his cabinet. The 
other, who was an expert in ores, be- 
lieved that he had found a silver mine 
of great richness. 


When his companion had passed on 
with his specimens in his pocket, he re- 
turned and staked out a claim. He then 
perfected his title to that claim, work- 
ed it and became a millionaire. 


Was it the mine that enriched this 
man or his faith in the mine? Evident- 
ly it was his faith. And so it is the 
world over. 


It is not enough to know of a good 
thing and to be able to grasp it. We must 
believe in it and take possession of 
it. There is, of course, no value in faith 
if what we believe is worthless. How- 
ever, when God is taken at His word 
and fully trusted, there is exercised a 
confidence which enables its possessor 
to defy all adverse power.

The Key Word: Boldness 


Four hundred and forty-two years 
ago this week — on October 31, 1517, 
to be exact — Martin Luther ignited 
the blaze which history calls the Pro- 
testant Reformation. 


He did this by nailing to the church 
door at Wittenberg a paper listing in a 
series of ninety-five challenges his ob- 
jections to the activities and doctrines 
of the Roman Catholic Church as he, a 
priest, knew them. 


About four years later Luther was 
called to the city of Worms to stand 
trial for heresy, and the representatives 
of the pope demanded that he retract 
what he had said and written contrary 
to the official position of the church. 


Luther agreed to retract anything 
which could be shown to conflict with 
the Word of God, but insisted that he 
could not deny any part of that Word 
for any council or a thousand popes. 
He concluded with the words, “Here 
I stand. I can not do differently. God 
help me. Amen!” 


The rulers of the world have had oc- 
casion many times to wonder why God’s 
people do not cringe and cower before 
them. The people of God have a secret 
which the world has not learned. They 
have seen the power and glory of the 
Almighty, and having seen, they are 
not likely to be unduly impressed by 
the pomp and pageantry of puppet 
princes on earth. 

They have heard the commands of 
Ged, and having heard, they are not 
likely to welcome countermanding or- 
ders from men. They have opened their 
hearts to the promises of the Father 
above, and thus are not likely to be 
too much moved by threats from the 
children of men. 

Peter and John were among those 


who had seen and heard and opened 
their hearts to God. They could join 
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the triumphant cry, “If God be for us, 
who can be against us?” —Standard 
Commentary

“Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name un- 
der heaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved.” 


In Germany there was a prison of 
exquisite beauty; its floors and walls 
were highly polished; it was roofless, 
and the prisoner could look out upon 
the beautiful sky.

On his return, the scout said, “It is 
true the dogs are many, but there are 
not many mastiffs among them. There 
are dogs of so many sorts one can hard- 
ly count them; and as for the worst of 
them,” said he, “they are little dogs, 
which bark loudly, but cannot bite.” 


“However,” he continued, “this did 
not cheer me so much as this, that as 
they came marching on, I observed 
they were all snapping right and left at 
one another, and I could see clearly that 
though they all hate the wolf, yet each 
dog hates every other dog with all his 
heart.” 


And this description fits all too many 
factions of Protestantism today ... ev- 
en among those so-called fundamental- 
ists. There are many teachers and pas- 
tors who snap right and left at their own 
brethren, when they had better save 
their teeth for the wolves. 


If our enemies are to be put to con- 
fusion, it must be by the united efforts 
of all the people of God for in unity is 
strength.

“And with great power gave the apos.

A certain young man was asked what 
had led him to turn aside from his wild 
and thoughtless career to become a fol- 
lower of Jesus.

Nor does it 
take particular note of the philosophy 
we may adhere to. But you may rest 
assured it watches with stealthy eye our 
way of life.

Liberality 


Perhaps there never was a more char- 
itable man than John Wesley. His liber- 
ality knew no bounds but an empty 
pocket. 


He gave away, not merely a certain 
part of his income, but all that he had; 
his own wants being provided for, he 
devoted all the rest to the necessities 
of others. 


He entered upon this good work at a 
very early period. We are told that 
when he had thirty pounds a year, he 
lived on twenty-eight and gave away 
forty shillings. 


The next year, receiving sixty pounds, 
he still lived on twenty-eight, and gave 
two and thirty. The third year he re- 
ceived ninety pounds, and gave away 
sixty-two. 


The fourth year he received one hun- 
dred and twenty pounds. Still he lived 
on twenty-eight, and gave to the poor 
ninety-two. 


During the rest of his life he lived 
economically; and in the course of fif- 
ty years, it has been supposed he gave 
away more than thirty thousand 
pounds.

The Key Word: Council 


The arrest of Peter and his brother 
— took place at the instigation 
of the council before whom they were 
brought. It was the intent of the rulers 
to make the new doctrine odious by 
making its teachers criminals. Thus 
reasoned the rulers. 


Moreover, they believed that truth 
confined behind bars and stone walls 
could not be very dangerous. But how 
little they understood the nature of 
the truth! 


There is a vitality in ideas utterly 
beyond the power of man to conceive. 
When once they are fully grasped by 
and instilled into the mind, they be- 
come living, permanent influences. 


The teachings were safely lodged in 
men’s hearts outside the prison, and 
not confined within the prison. 


The rulers also made the mistake of 
supposing that they could prevent the 
growth of the gospel by the power of 
authority. “Did not we straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach in 
this Name?” 


They had no doubt as to their power 
to suppress it. But human authority 
takes no account of the intense enthusi- 
asm which truth inspires in men who 
believe it, and the degree of self-sacri- 
fice which it can evoke. 


This incident in the history of the 
early Church clearly shows that ideas 
cannot be suppressed by persecuting 
their advocates; and yet the world is 
very slow in learning this lesson. Fa- 
natic, dreamer, bigot, heretic, are 
names freely hurled against individuals 
who are doing what they can for their 
fellow-men. But these titles have no 
more power to prevent thought or ac- 
tion than a thistledown can keep back 
the tides.

ery house, they ceased not to preach 
Jesus Christ.” 


Little beginnings have large endings. 
A man drops a small seed upon the 
earth, and it starts up and expands in- 
to a tree of a thousand arms. 


That slender rill that leaps from a 
rock presently increases to a stream, 
and the stream swells into a river, and 
the river, gathering as it rolls, becomes 
the arm of the sea; and then there is a 
mingling, a sweeping, and a spreading 
of the waters through the circuit of the 
broad ocean.

“Fear none of those things which 
thou shalt suffer: behold, the devil 
shall cast some of you into prison, that 
ye may be tried; and ye shall have 
tribulation ten days: be thou faithful 
unto death, and | will give thee a 
crown of life.” Revelation 2:10. 








The Key Word: Stephen 


Stephen had probably never seen our 
Lord, but was, in all likelihood, a pen- 
tecostal convert. Otherwise how could 
such a man have missed nomination to 
the vacant apostleship? 


The apostles had forsaken all to fol- 
low Christ, but it nowhere appears that 
Stephen had gone through similar hard- 
ships. His fiery trials blazed out upon 
him all at once, and the language of 
our Lord concerning the late-called la- 
borers adapts itself with nicety in his 
case. He could not be said to have borne 
the burden and heat of the day. So we 
learn that God has varieties of trial, 
and applies them to the different charac- 
ters of His servants. 


For Peter there is a long, wearing 
warfare; for John a wearisome, deso- 
late waiting; for Stephen the letting 
loose upon him at the opening of his 
career all the hounds of hell in one fell 
pack. Us, perhaps, He subjects only to 
those little crosses, as well as comforts, 
God chooses what is best for us. It is 
possible to reach a great height of sanc- 
tity by submitting quietly and lovingly 
to ordinary trials. 

Stephen seems to have outstripped 
the apostles in spiritual intelligence, in 
appreciation of the breadth, comprehen- 
siveness and spirituality of the Divine 
plans. He was the morning star who 
ushered in the dawn of Paul’s ministry. 


It is evident that the theology of the 
one was that of the other. Peter clung 
long to Jewish prejudices, and we have 
no reason to suppose that the other 
apostles were further advanced. 


In zeal for his Master’s honor, and 
devotion to his Master’s cause, Stephen 
appears to have outstripped his contem- 
poraries. Peter had denied his Lord, and 
long after, at Antioch, showed that he 
was not entirely emancipated from moral 





cowardice. But Stephen from first to 
last was as bold as a lion. 


The Key Verse: Acts 7:60 


“And he kneeled down, and cried 
with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this 
sin to their charge. And when he had 
said this, he fell asleep.” 


If we examine the history of the 
world, we shall find that many of the 
evils which from age to age have af. 
flicted mankind, have arisen from a re- 
vengeful and unforgiving spirit. 


In ancient times this spirit, exerting 
itself without control, diffused over ev- 
ery land its baneful influence, produc. 
ing contention and strife and every 
evil work. 


This spirit, so adverse to human im- 
provement, our Saviour set Himself up- 
on all occasions to correct and to sub- 
due. He inculcated brotherly love to 
an extent till then altogether unknown. 
This consideration should lead us earn- 
estly to cultivate a meek and forgiving 
spirit. 

In this spirit there is a dignity, a 
magnanimity, an excellence, which the 
sons of dissipation and the votaries of 
pleasure may envy and ridicule, but 
which the Christian, who aspires to the 
inheritance of the blessed, will cherish 
as one of the highest attainments that 
can adorn his character.

humming unheard joy over its head. So 
we fall asleep in Jesus.

We are tired out, and 
we lay our head back on the bosom of 
Christ and quietly fall asleep.
